In  submitting  my  report  as  Chief  of  Police  for  the  year 
1921,  I  wish  to  direct,  attention  to  the  volume  of  business 
performed  by  the  Police  Department,  with  the  various  duties 
that  devolve  upon  the  same,  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and 
order,  as  appear  in  the  enumeration  above,  and  as  confirmed 
by  the  official  records  of  our  Court,  and  other  agencies, 
promoting  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  Town. 

Obedience,  and  respect  for  law,  I  believe  is  desired  by 
all  good  citizens,  and  although  some  offenders,  by  cunning, 
subtle  devises  may  have  escaped  detection,  I  believe,  as  far 
as  limited  resources  will  permit,  I  have  reduced  crime  and 
violation  of  law  within  the  town  limits  to  a  minimum,  and 
this  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  unselfish  devotion  to 
duty  of  the  officers  comprising  the  force,  who  have  faithfully 
and  loyally  co-operated  with  me,  performing  the  duty  as- 
signed to  them  without  complaint,  and  in  many  cases 
responding  to  the  call  in  emergencies,  after  their  period 
of  regular  duty  had  passed.  This  harmonious  co-operation 
is  in  contrast  to  previous  years,  and  has  been  an  inspiration 
and  great  help  to  me  in  the  enforcement  of  law. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth, 
early  in  the  year,  through  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles, 
Frank  A.  Goodwin,  invited  this  department  to  co-operate 
with  them  in  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  motor  vehicle 
laws,  to  the  end  that  death  and  accidents  might  be  reduced 
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in  our  highways.  I  have  exercised  my  best  judgment  in 
keeping  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles  within  the  town  limits 
to  what  is  reasonable,  with  the  sole  purpose  in  view  of 
creating  respect  and  consideration  for  our  motor  vehicle 
laws,  and  to  make  our  highways  reasonably  safe  for  travel. 

Many  complaints  receive  the  attention  of  this  depart- 
ment which  never  become  part  of  the  criminal  records  of 
either  the  Police  or  of  our  Courts.  These  cases  consist 
principally  of  domestic  disturbances,  and  minor  transgres- 
sions of  young  children,  and  after  an  investigation  it  is 
deemed  best,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  of  the  of- 
fenders, to  waive  criminal  proceedings,  but  to  warn  the 
offenders  that  a  repetition  of  the  offense  will  be  brought 
before  the  Court.  It  is  believed  by  this  method  that  a 
criminal  record  is  saved  to  many  deserving  ones,  and  results 
in  a  contributing  step  to  good  citizenship. 

Police  Officers  are  continually  dealing  with  crime,  crim- 
inals and  law  breakers,  and  are  a  conspicuous  mark  for 
attack  by  the  vicious,  depraved  and  mendacious,  but  it  has 
been  the  policy  of  this  department  unless  the  public  good 
and  safety  required  the  same,  to  ignore  all  such  attack,  and 
not  to  allow  personal  provocation  to  interfere  with  the  per- 
formance of  duty.  It  is  believed  that  this  policy  tends  to 
promote  efficiency,  and  save  the  department  from  participa- 
tion in  matters  more  or  less  of  a  political  nature. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Eben  B.  Moulton,  who  has  co-operated  with  me  in  my  efforts 
in  the  enforcement  of  law,  and  has  unstintedly  supported 
every  movement  to  improve  the  moral  standard  of  the  Town. 
To  thank  the  Chief  Justice  of  our  Court,  the  Clerk  of  Court, 
the  Town  Counsel,  and  all  other  Court  Officers,  who  have  been 
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very  generous  in  their  assistance  to  me. 

To  thank  the  Local  Chief  Telephone  Operator  and  her 
staff  who  have  in  emergencies  and  other  occasions,  been  of 
invaluable  service  in  obtaining  connections  pertaining  to 
matters  of  much  importance  in  the  administration  of  this  De- 
partment. 

To  thank  all  Public  Officials,  and  Citizens  in  general 
who  have  assisted  me  in  many  ways  in  the  performance  of 
my  official  duties.

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The  Playground  Committee  submits  the  following  re- 
port: 

At  the  annual  March  meeting  in  1921  and  at  a  later 
special  meeting,  $2500  was  appropriated  for  the  develop- 
ment of  playgrounds  and  for  purchasing  equipment. 

Swings  and  sand  boxes  were  placed  on  the  North  and 
South  greens  and  at  the  Linebrook  playground.  We  felt 
that  by  doing  this  the  children  in  those  parts  of  the  town 
migh  have  the  same  chance  for  amusement  as  the  children 
near  the  Linebrook  playground. 

At  the  latter  place  the  committee  continued  the  work 
started  on  Comm unity  Day  and  before  summer  was  ended 
had  provided  an  oval  running  track  which  measured  an 
eighth  of  a  mile.  This  track  was  supported  by  a  cement  wall 
18  inches  high  and  the  basin  formed  inside  was  sanded  and 
used  as  a  ball  diamond  and  football  field  for  small  boys. 
During  the  winter  this  basin  was  flooded  with  water  and 
served  as  a  safe  place  for  even  the  smallest  child  to  skate  on. 

The  large  ball  field  was  drained  with  land  file;  the 
shade  trees  were  trimmed ;  brush  was  removed ;  the  fences 
were  rebuilt  and  general  repairs  made. 

A  building  was  donated  to  be  used  as  a  storage  place 
and  dressing  room  and  this  was  moved  to  the  grounds. 

As  the  most  of  this  work  was  done  during  a  period  of 
unemployment  we  were  enabled  to  give  work  to  a  number 
of  men  who  were  without  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated 
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to  continue  this  work  during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 


We  feel  that  the  Town  Farm  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woodman  has  been  excellent  as  can  be  seen 
by  our  report.  We  hope  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood- 
man can  be  retained.  The  inmates  are  comfortable  and  well 
cared  for,  while  the  Farm  shows  a  decided  increase  in  the 
receipts  of  sales. 

We  are  changing  the  old  cows  for  younger  and  better 
stock  thereby  increasing  the  milk  supply  at  a  much  lower 
cost. 

The  inventory  has  been  changed,  but  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  the  value  of  property  is  either  what  it  would 
bring  upon  the  market  or  what  it  would  cost  to  replace  it. 
Also  the  inventory  never  shows  the  amount  expended  for 
repairs,  new  buildings  or  additions  to  the  old  ones. 

We  recommend  the  installing  of  Electric  Lights  at  the 
Farm  both  for  safety  and  economy. 

There  is  need  of  a  new  floor  in  the  kitchen  and  small 
dining  room  as  these  floors  are  of  brick  and  very  uneven. 
The  two  hallways  upstairs  need  new  floors  and  some  other 
small  repairing  about  the  house. 

We  would  also  recommend  as  soon  as  consistent  to  ex- 
tending a  one-story  cattle  barn  on  the  remaining  portion  of 
the  cellar  as  we  could  keep  the  cows  and  horses  in  that  end 
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of  the  barn  and  have  pens  for  sick  animals  which  would  be 
much  warmer. 

The  work  of  the  Overseers  seems  to  vary  some  from  for- 
mer years  inasmuch  as  so  many  have  been  unable  to  get 
work.  This  brings  quite  a  number  of  applicants  to  us  for 
temporary  aid.  We  have  investigated  all  cases  and  given 
aid  where  absolutely  necessary.  There  are  a  few  families 
that  are  dependent  upon  the  Town  caused  by  the  death  of 
the  mother  or  father  or  sickness.  A  Greek  widow  with  six 
children  the  eldest  being  eight  years  at  an  expense  of  $18 
per  week  wished  to  return  to  her  native  home.  Action  was 
taken  in  early  summer  by  the  agent  and  a  number  of  friends 
who  helped  make  arrangements  with  the  Greek  Consul 
whereby  we  got  reduced  rates,  also  aid  was  extended  by  the 
Red  Cros^,  Miss  Stewart,  and  other  ladies  who  helped  out 
in  clothing  and  wearing  apparel,  the  cost  of  transportation 
was  a  total  to  the  Town  of  $365.00  which  made  a  large  sav- 
ing when  you  consider  the  expense  was  over  $90(U*0  per  year 
and  would  continue  for  a  number  of  years. 

It  is  hard  to  make  a  definite  sum  for  our  year's  work  in 
advance  on  the  Out  Poor. 

AYe  feel  sorry  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  over-run  our 
appropriation  this  year,  but  when  we  hear  of  some  of  the 
extra  appropriations  made  in  some  of  the  other  cities  and 
towns  we  feel  as  though  we  had  not  done  so  bad.

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REPORT  OF  CLAM  AND  FISH  COMMISSIONERS 


Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Clam  and  Fish  Com- 
missioners for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921 : 

We  have  inspected  the  clam  flats  at  regular  intervals, 
and  find  plenty  of  seed  in  the  flats.  We  investigated  several 
complaints  on  men  digging  without  permits;  and  we  or- 
dered them  to  get  permits  which  they  did.  On  June  24th, 
we  found  five  men  digging  clams  on  Ipswich  flats  without 
permits.  We  summoned  them  into  court  and  four  were 
found  guilty  and  paid  fines  of  five  dollars  each.  We  have 
not  been  bothered  with  men  digging  undersize  clams  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  we  were  ordered  to  stop 
the  dye  and  gas  from  being  put  in  the  river.  Upon  investi- 
gating, we  found  we  had  quite  a  problem  to  deal  with,  and 
we  ask  for  more  time  to  investigate.  We  recommend  the 
closing  of  the  flats  on  the  North  and  northeasterly  side  of 
the  river  from  Nabby's  Point  to  Little  Neck,  from  May  1st, 
1922,  to  Dec.  1st,  1922;  for  the  benefit  of  winter  clamming. 

The  number  of  permits  issued  last  year  was  91.

Chapter  75,  Sections  49,  50  and  52  of  the  revised  laws 
require  that  all  diseases  dangerous  to  the  Public  Health 
shall  be  reported  by  the  attending  physician  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  their  occurrence.  Thirty-seven  diseases  are 
included  in  that  list.  These  diseases  must  also  be  reported 
immediately  to  the  State  Department  of  Health

There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  these  diseases,  ex- 
cept tuberculosis. 

Considerable  expense  was  incurred  in  the  care  of  Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  Fever.  A  majority  of  these  cases  the 
Board  was  obliged  to  send  to  the  Salem  Contagious  Hos- 
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pital  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  Quarantine  under 
police  surveillance  was  necessary  in  several  instances,  one 
instance  of  defiance  of  the  Board's  regulations  being  par- 
ticularly flagrant.  There  was  no  excuse  in  this  instance 
that  the  parties  were  not  intelligent  enough  to  understand. 
The  action  was  taken  only  after  several  complaints  were 
made  to  the  Board.  This  of  course  incurred  extra  expense 
which  could  have  been  saved  had  the  parties  been  willing  to 
co-operate  in  the  quarantine  regulations. 

The  only  diseases  that  prevailed  to  an  unusual  extent 
were  chicken  pox  and  scarlet  fever,  there  being  68  cases  of 
the  former  and  43  of  the  latter.  There  were  only  6  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  whereas  in  1920  there  were  33  cases.  This 
year  the  Board  felt  that  the  milk  supply  should  be  care- 
fully looked  into  and  Dr.  A.  T.  Pratt,  of  the  Harvard  School 
of  Public  Health  was  employed  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
places  where  milk  used  in  Ipswich  is  produced.  He  made 
a  careful  survey  and  a  number  of  recommendations.  One 
of  his  recommendations,  viz :  that  more  visits  should  be 
made  at  these  places  by  the  milk  inspector  has  been  carried 
out  and  the  milk  inspector  reports  that  general  cleanliness 
is  the  rule  in  these  dairies  now. 

The  work  of  the  department  nurse  in  the  Division  of 
Child  Hygiene  and  Tuberculosis  has  been  thorough,  and 
productive  of  excellent  results.  It  will  be  found  among  the 
reports  to  the  Department  further  on. 

When  the  Board  organized  in  March  Mr.  Eben  B.: 
Moulton  was  appointed  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector.  Mr. 
Moulton  has  taken  a  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment and  his  close  connection  with  the  larger  affairs 
of  the  town  makes  his  services  to  this  department  of  special 
value.     His  report  as  Agent,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Milk

Report  of  the  Milk  Inspector 

To  the  Board  of  Health, 
Gentlemen : 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year 
1921,  I  think  I  am  able  to  state  that  the  milk  situation  of 
this  town  will  compare  favorably  with  any  other  town  in  the 
State.    There  has  been  no  contagion  during  the  year  where 
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the  origin  has  been  traced  to  the  milk  supply  and  we  should 
be  congratulated  in  having  such  producers  of  pure  clean 
milk.  The  Board  of  Health  at  its  meeting  in  May  voted  to 
adopt  Section  43  of  Chapter  94,  Acts  of  1914  as  a  part  of  its 
rules  and  regulations  which  section  provides  as  follows: 
"No  producer  of  or  dealer  in  milk  shall  sell  or  deliver  for 
sale  in  any  town  any  milk  produced  by  him  or  dealt  in  by 
hi  in  without  first  obtaining  from  the  Board  of  Health  of 
such  town  a  permit  authorizing  such  sale  or  delivery."  This 
applies  to  every  dealer  in  milk  no  matter  how  large  or  small 
the  quantity  dealt  in,  and  by  this  regulation  we  are  able  to 
keep  in  touch  with  all  milk  producers  and  dealers.  In  my 
several  inspections  of  all  places  where  milk  is  produced  I 
found  them  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  as  in  the  past 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  new  producers  whose  places 
were  not  satisfactory.  Orders  were  given  for  a  general 
clean  up  and  on  visiting  these  places  a  few  days  later  I 
found  that  the  orders  had  been  complied  with  and  permits 
were  granted. 

In  closing  I  would  suggest  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
that  whenever  there  is  a  contagious  case  or  suspicion  of  a 
contagious  case  that  they  do  not  return  any  of  the  milk  bot- 
tles from  that  house  until  all  contagion  has  ceased  and  then 
only  after  the  bottles  have  been  thoroughly  boiled.  During 
the  period  of  contagion  a  pitcher  or  other  receptacle  may 
be  placed  outside  the  door  and  the  milk  can  be  left  in  it 
thereby  doing  away  with  any  chance  of  spreading  the  con- 
tagion. 

I   have   also   inspected   all   places   where   ice   cream   is 
sold  and  have  found  them  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.

Division  of  Child  Hygiene  and  Tuberculosis 

Reports  of  the  Director  and  Nurse 

This  is  the  6th  annual  report  of  this  Division.  During 
the  first  five  years  child  welfare  as  it  was  then  called,  better 
classified  as  child  hygiene,  was  the  only  work  carried  on. 
Follow-up  in  Tuberculosis  was  then  taken  up  and  has  now 
been  carried  on  for  a  full  year.  The  nurse's  report  will 
give  the  scope  of  the  work  along  both  lines. 

Below  is  a  list  of  the  number  of  births  for  the  past  six 
years ;  also  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age.  It  will  be  seen  by  these  figures  that  there  has  been 
a  steady  decline  in  the  mortality  rate.

The  Newburyport  Turnpike  in  this  town  will  be  re- 
built the  coming  year  which  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  ad- 
joining property.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


January  21,  1921 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich:  — 

On  another  page  our 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Horton,  has  given  a  full  detailed  account  of 
the  work  and  administration  directly  connected  with  the  school 
during  the  past  year. 

We  desire  to  report  to  the  Town  that  we  must  face  immed- 
iately the  question  of  more  adequate  facilities  for  taking  care  of 
the  increasing  number  of  schoU  rs.  This  is    now    becoming  a 

very  serious  question  and  should  demand  careful  study.  The 
Paine,  Dennison,  Cogswell,  Wainwright  and  Warren  Schools  are 
unsanitary  and  inadequate  and  it  would  be  poor  economy  to 
spend  any  more  on  these  various  properties.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  suggestions  but  the  chief  one  is  that  a  new  high  school 
should  be  built,  and  if  this  were  done,  the  present  high  school 
could  be  used  as  a  Junior  High  School,  and  the  Winthrop  School 
for  the  lower  grades.  This  would,  therefore,  give  us  three  groups 
of  school  buildings,  which  would  be  adequate  and  up-to-date 
and  give  the  scholars  the  physical  facilities  and  a  better  oppor- 
tunity for  a  proper  education. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  County  property  on  Green 
Street  might  be  utilized  for  a  high  school  and  there  are  also  a 
number  of  other  suggestions,  such  as  the  land  around  the  present 
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high  school. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  this  matter  be  brought  up 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  with  the  idea  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  make  a  special  study  of  this  and  report 
at  a  special  Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  defmately  deciding 
upon  this  matter,  so  that,  if  possible,  we  might  go  ahead  and 
have  this  already  for  another  fall.

SUPERINTENDENTS    REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich,  Mass. 

Gentlemen:  — 

This  report  of  the  condition  of  your  schools, 
herewith  submitted,  forms  the  twentieth  in  the  series  issued  from 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  is  the  sixth  pre- 
sented by  the  present  incumbent. 

In  the  opening  paragraph  of  last  year's  report.  I  advised  you 
of  the  steady  growth  of  our  school  membership,  the  increasing 
number  of  teachers  employed,  and  the  continued  shrinkage  in  school 
occommodations.  In  each  and  every  particular  these  statements 
must  be  considerably  amplified  in  order  to  represent  even  ap- 
proximately the  conditions  actually  existing  in  our  schools  to-day. 
Never  has  our  enrollment  been  larger,  never  has  a  larger  number 
of  teachers  been  employed,  and  never  before  has  our  seating 
capacity  been  so  severely  taxed;  In  fact,  there  is  no  more  room 
available  in  any  of  our  school  buildings. 
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A  glance  at  the  table  below  will  acquaint  you  more  fully 
with  the  basic  facts  of  the  situation,  than  any  extended  verbal 
explanation  could  possibly  furnish.

Manual  Training,  domestic  science,  cadet  teachers,  and  supervisors  are    not  in- 
eluded  in  the  above  numerations.  The  enrolment  for    1916  was  975. 


Such  a  showing  is  extremely  gratifying  and  gives  evidence 
of  the  continued  interest  of  our  citizens  in  this  most  important 
and  necessary  bulwark  of  real  democracy,  the  public  schools.  It 
should  be  a  source  of  real  pleasure  and  pardonable  pride  to  feel 
that  our  educational  progress  is  keeping  pace  with  our  industrial 
activities,  that  our  good  old  town  is  growing  and  developing 
symmetrically. 
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But  there  is  another  side  to  the  shield;    and  this  view  brings 
us  face  to  face  with  a  proposition  that  demands   our    immediate 
attention.    We  need  more  room.    Our  schools  are  over'crow 
In  some  of  the  rooms  there  are  pupils    for    whom    there  are  no 
regular  seats,  and  there  is  no  room  for  additional  seats. 

Both  teachers  and  pupils  are  working  under  a  severe  handi- 
cap. No  teacher  can  do  justice  to  all  the  pupils  where  the 
classes  are  made  up  of  such  large  numbers.  Thirty-five  is  the 
limit  recommended  by  educational  authorities.  What  can  be 
expected  where  the  number  of  pupils  is  fifty  per  class?  And  we 
have  classes  that  are  in  excess  .of  this  number. 

It  is  here  in  the  first  grades  where  the  children  most  need 
the  influence  of  the  personal  touch.  It  is  here  that  the  found- 
ations for  the  superstructure  of  characters  are  to  be  laid;  and 
they  should  be  laid  so  broad  and  deep,  so  wisely  and  well,  that 
we  may  be  assured  that  the  building  arising  thereon  may  be 
"beautiful,  entire,  and  clean."  Here  is  the  child's  most  imper- 
ative need,  the  teacher's  greatest  opportunity,  her  most  exalted 
privilege;  and  our  present  condition  of  over-crowding  stands 
right  across  their  road. 

Such  conditions  also  preclude  the  possibility  of  standard 
grading.  Those  children  whose  minds  are  not  naturally  alert 
will  be  the  greatest  sufferers;  not  only  in  the  i  present  but  all 
through  their  school  life.  They  will  lose  interest  and  become 
discouraged.  School  will  become  distasteful  to  them  and  they 
will  drop  out  at  the  first  possible  opportunity.  More  than  this, 
these  repeaters  add  to  the  congestion  of  the  lower  grades,  a  con- 
dition that  should  not  be  tolerated,  especially  at  this  point  of 
their  school  career  where  their  impressions  of  all  that  pertain  to 
school  should  be  of  the  brightest  possible  hue. 

Some  of  our  children  are  traveling  unnecessary  and  un- 
reasonable distances.  Not  a  few  of  them  pass  right  by  the  school 
where  they  properly  belong  in  order  to  reach   the   building  that 
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affords  ace   mmodation. 

The  Portable  School  building  furnishes  another  item  for 
your  consideration.  As  I  understand  the  matter,  the  purchase  of 
this  building  was  only  a  make-shift  proposition  at  the  start;  and 
in  a  way  which  has  never  included  comfort  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  has  answered  its  purpose.  It  responds  to  atmospheric  con- 
ditions with  a  fidelity  that  is  simply  exasperating.  It  is  hot  in 
summer;  cold  in  winter;  and,  when  it  rains  there  is  no  dissimula- 
tion in  its  performance.  During  the  year  we  have  expended  nearly 
fifty  dollars  in  repairs  upon  the  roof  in  the  hopes  of  CDrrecting 
this  habit,  but  the  rain  still  descends. 

This  is  one  of  our  most  congested  districts,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  its  rapidly  growing  population.  Additions 
should  be,made  to  the  Burley  School  that  will  adequately  provide 
for  present  and  prospective  needs. 

During  the  fall  term  the  membership  of  the  Linebrook 
School  was  greatly  reduced  by  the  removal  of  one  or  more  fam-  ' 
ilies  from  that  district.  Under  more  favorable  housing  conditions 
within  the  central  schools  of  the  town,  I  would  recommend  that 
the  remaining  pupils  be  transported,  and  the  school  be  closed; 
but  not  under  present  conditions.  I  still  have  hopes  that  this 
school  may  make  sufficient  recovery  to  warrant  its  continuance, 
but  the  present  conditions  only  emphasize  the  need  of  more 
room.  The  existence  of  both  of  our  rural  schools  is  dependent 
very  largely  upon  a  population  that  is  far  from  permanent  in 
these  localities;  and  the  same  fate  may  overtake  the  school  at 
Candlewood,  much  as  we  dislike  to  recognize   that  contingency. 

The  Manual  Training  department,  too,  is  overcrowded.  The 
schedule  Mr.  Gould  is  attempting  to  carry  is  beyond  all  limits  of 
reason;  but  it  is  the  best  arrangement  that  can  be  made  under 
present  conditions.  This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  im- 
portant departments  in  the  whole  school  system;  and  with  suit- 
able accommodation  is  capable  of  considerable  expansion   both 
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in  scope  and  practical  usefulness. 

Some  of  our  school  buildings,  as  is  well  known,  still  remain 
the  despair  of  both  school  authorities  and  the  towns-people  as 
well.  They  are  old,  unsightly,  inconvenient,  and  unsanitary.  Re- 
peated efforts  and  attempts  at  improvements  have  resulted  in 
failure.  In  every  instance  the  cost  of  remodeling,  even  to  the 
extent  of  satisfying  the  laws  of  the  state,  has  been  in  excess  of 
the  value  of  the  buildings  themselves. 

The  grounds  about  these  buildings  are  utterly  impossible  of 
improvement,  and  the  location  of  the  Payne  School,  especially 
in  these  days  of  traffic  congestion,  holds  many  elements  of  dan- 
ger to  the  little  folks  attending  this  school. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  and  they  are  patent  to  everyone, 
it  would  seem  necessary  that  the  School  Committee  should  sub- 
mit some  comprehensive  plan  or  outline,  tentative,  of  course, 
which  should  be  the  basis  of  some  constructive  policy  on  build- 
ing program  of  the  future,  for  consideration  and  adoption  by 
the  Town.  Something  beyond  present  needs,  but  including 
them:— something,  that  with  the  passing  of  the  years,  will  give 
evidence  of  design  and  purpose  by  its  completeness;  something 
that  will  attest  to  the  foresight,  the  generosity,  the  high  ideals,  and 
the  civic  pride  of  all  our  citizens, 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  the  consensus  of 
opinion  was  that  our  schools  had  attained  a  higher  level  of  effic- 
iency than  had  been  noticeable  for  some  time  past.  This  opin- 
ion was  confirmed  by  the  actual  facts:  A  larger  percentage  of 
the  graduating  class  from  the  High  School  attended  college  and 
other  institutions  of  higher  education  than  ever  before  within 
the  history  of  school.  Many  of  the  Juniors,  too,  passed  their  pre- 
liminary examination  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  the 
character  of  the  work  done  thus  far.  Best  of  all,  these  pupils  are 
maintaining  splendid  ranks  in  their  respective  schools,  and 
thereby  giving  a  higher  standing  and  an  added    prestige  to  their 
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alma  mata.      We  have  yet  to  learn  of  a  single  instance  in  which 
these  pupils  are  not  "making  good." 

This  topic  is  of  vital  interest  to  all  parents,  teachers,  citizens, 
but  most  of  all  to  the  pupils.  I  just  make  a  simple  allusion  to 
it;  and  earnestly  desire  that  you  should  read  the  report  of  Mr. 
Whipple,  our  High  School  principal,  where  a  fuller  treatment  of 
this  important  subject  has  been  given. 

The  annual  School  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  early  part  of 
June  and  was  the  largest  and  most  complete  display  of  school 
work  that  we  have  ever  offered.  Every  grade  and  department 
was  represented,  not  only  by  specimens  of  written  work,  but 
by  the  demonstration  of  class  work  by  the  regular  teacher.  The 
work  in  reading,  writing,  number  work,  hygiene,  geography, 
stenography,  typewriting,  speed  test,  etc.  was  shown,  and  brought 
most  favorable  comments  from  those  present.  The  whole  ex- 
hibit was  brought  together  with  the  least  possible  confusion,  and 
the  spirit  of  co-operation  was  evident  throughout  the  entire  pro- 
gram. The  only  difficulty  encountered  arose  from  the  lack  of 
room  required  for  a  systematic  arrangement  of  the  material 
brought  in,  and  in  some  cases,  this  amounted  to  the  total  exclu- 
sion of  the  work  of  a  single  department.  All  the  work  was  of 
excellent  quality,  and  was  worthy  of  the  highly  commendable 
reports  received.  The  time  allowed  was  altogether  too  short, 
and  it  is  planned  to  devote  two  afternoons  and  evenings  to  this 
work  the  coming  year,  so  that  nearly  all  may  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  attend. 

Field  Day  Exercises. 

The  Field  Day  Exercises  drew  forth  an  unusually  large  at- 
tendance and  the  full  program  of  events  was  completed  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  full  participation  by 
the  pupils  of  the  Senior  High  School  in  all  events  gave  an  added 
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interest  to  the  occasion  and  settled  definitely  the  status  of  this 
feature  of  our  school  activities. 

The  business  men  of  the  town  acted  as  judges  and  awarded 
the  prizes.  With  their  decisions  there  has  been  no  dissatisfac- 
tion and  there  were  no  accidents  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  the 
occasion. 

In  order  that  all  may  become  acquainted  with  the  aim  and 
purpose  of  the  work  in  soliciting  contributions  of  material  and 
money  for  these  Field  Day  Exercises,  let  me  say  that  the  amount 
netted  from  these  gatherings  is  used  solely  for  beautifying  school 
grounds.  Up  to  the  present  all  the  work  has  been  confined  to 
the  grounds  about  the  Manning  and  Winthrop  Schools;  and  I  am 
sure  that  all  should  share  in  the  feeling  of  pride,  as  well  as  of 
pleasure,  at  the  improvement  wrought  in  this  locality.  It  furnish- 
es a  much-needed  influence  to  our  pupils  in  the  school,  and  to 
the  townspeople  also.  It  is  an  asset  of  no  uncertain  value,  not 
only  to  our  own  citizens,  but  to  those  who  simply  pass  by;  and 
many  are  the  exclamations  of  appreciation  and  delight  one  hears 
from  these  "birds  of  passage." 

School  Grounds  Improvement. 

Next  year's  objective  will  be   the    Burley    School-grounds  if 

present  plans  do  not  miscarry.   We  have  a  fine  building  here  and 

the  possibilities  of  improvement  are  all  that  can  be  desired.  With 

the  help  of  those  friends  whose  labors  and  interest  in  this    work 

during  the  past  has  made  these  improvements  possible,  we  hope 

to  make  another  contribution  to  that  undertaking  whose  fulifill- 
ment  means  Beautiful  Ipswich. 

Although  this  fund  is  derived  from  voluntary  contributions, 
and  has  no  relation  whatever  to  any  corporate  appropriation  or 
gift,  I  feel  that  it  is  only  right  and  proper  that  some  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  fund  together  with  the  record  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  should  be  offered  for  the  enlightenment  of  all.

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Grades. 

Another  item  in  the  list  of  this  year's  accomplishments  is 
the  elimination  of  the  double  grades  in  the  Wainwright  and 
Deunison  Schools.  Heretofore  the  children  in  these  schools 
have  been  attending  but  a  half  day  per  grade.  That  is,  the 
first  grade  came  in  the  morning  and  the  second  grade  in  the 
afternoon,  as  the  rooms  would  not  accommodate  both  grades  at 
the  same  time.  We  have  sought  to  make  this  change  for  some 
time  past,  but  have  hesitated  on  account  of  the  distance  which 
some  of  these  smaller  pupils  would  be  obliged  to  travel.  But 
this  year  distance  played  but  a  small  part  in  our  consideration 
as  our  problem  has  been  almost  entirely  to  find  accommodations; 
necessity  compelled  the  much  desired  change,  and  the  school 
is  making  much  better  progress  under  the  new  conditions. 

Penmanship. 

Penmanship  is  receiving  the  same  careful  supervision  as 
heretofore.  We  feel  that  our  schools  are  unusually  well  equipped 
for  teaching  this  most  important  subject.  Mrs.  Nellie  T.  Smith 
the  supervisor  of  this  work  in  the  grades,  has  an  established 
reputation  as  an  unusually  successful  teacher  of  writing:  and 
Miss  Whittemore  whose  fine  display  of  penmanship  at  the 
School  Exhibition  called  forth  so  many  favorable  comments,  con- 
tinues this  work  in  the  High  School.       If  our  pupils  do  not  show 

reasonable  progress  in  this  line  of  work,  the  fault  cannot  be  im- 
puted to  these  teachers.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  room 
teachers  measuring  up  to  the  records  of  the  past,  we  may  still 
expect  standard  work  from  this  department. 

Certificates  have  been  awarded  to  no  fewer  than  one  hun- 
dred   seventy    five  pupils    during   the    year.      Fifteen   of  these 
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were  diplomas,  which  are  next  in  rank  to  the  highest  given  ex- 
cepting to  teachers  who  have  had  actual  experience  in  teaching 
penmanship;  twenty-three  were  for  the  grade  below  the  diplo- 
mas, and  the  remainder  were  of  grammar  grade. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  these    certificates    are  not  a- 

warded  on  the  decision  of  any  of  our  local  authorities,  but  by 
disinterested  persons  whose  basis  of  judgment  is  a  carefully 
standardized  scale  of  excellence  in  use  throughout  the   country. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Mason,  the 
chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  we  were  enabled  to  offer 
money  prizes  for  the  best  specimens  of  penmanship  produced 
in  any  of  the  grades  below  the  Senior  High  School.  Five  of  the 
best  specimens  were  taken  from  each  of  tne  rooms  competing 
and  these  were  submitted  to  a  committee  composed  of  Boston 
School  teachers,  business  men,  and  an  expert  penman.  Each 
paper  was  carefully  examined  and  marked  according  to  the  val- 
ue given  it  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  who  unanimously 
declared  that  all  the  work  was  very  satisfactory.

For  an  account  of  the  work  in  music,  drawing,  domestic 
science,  and  manual  training,  I  refer  the  reader  to  the  special 
reports  under  their  respective  headings.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
all  these  departments  are  showing  a  healthy  growth  and  that  the 
teachers  manifest  an  enthusiastic  and  painstaking  disposition 
towards  their  work.  In  each  and  every  case  they  are  giving  much 
of  their  time  and  strength  towards  helping  those  pupils  who 
have  been  irregular  in  their  attendance,  or  who  are  behind  in 
their  work  from  other  causes.  While  the  work  of  these  depart- 
ments is  usually  considered  as  subsidiary,  or  outside  the  major 
divisions  of  the  curriculum,  these  teachers  are  making  a  most 
commendable  effort  to  hold  each  pupil  up  to  his  work,  and  there 
is  little  or  no  shirking.  In  confirmation  of  this  view  I  would 
call  to  vour  mind  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  displayed 

at  the  last  School  Exhibition,  where  each  and  every  article  bore 
witness  to  the  amount  of  painstaking  care  bestowed  upon  the 
work  submitted.  It  was  an  exhibition  of  work  in  process,  as 
well  as  of  the  finished  product;  and  those  present  were  favor- 
ably impressed  with  what  they  saw. 

Health  Promotion. 

I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  school 
Physician  and  the  School  Nurse. 

This  department  of  our  school  work  demands  our  most 
thoughtful  consideration.  It  has  the  sanction  of  the  best  public 
sentiment  and  the  authority  of  the  law.  Nothing  is  of  deeper 
public  concern  than  the  promotion    of    health,    and  it  is  here  in 
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our  schools  that  the  work  of  building  strong  bodies  must  be 
begun.  Indeed,  of  so  much  importance  to  the  general  welfare 
is  this  matter  considered  by  thinking  men  and  women  in  every 
walk  in  life,  that  Harvard  University  has  just  created  a  School  of 
Public  Health;  wherein  are  to  be  brought  together  the  latest  at- 
tainments in  scientific  knowledge  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
foremost  institutions  of  this  and  other  lands.  Our  larger  indust- 
ries are  beginning  to  recognize  the  economic  value  of  physical 
betterment,  and  are  making  large  expenditures  of  time  and  mon- 
ey to  secure  the  desired  results.  We  are  coming  to  realize  as 
never  before,  that  as  a  matter  of  public  economy  alone,  it  is 
much  cheaper  to  build  our  weakling  children  into  strong  and 
sturdy  men  and  women  by  providing  proper  care  and  nourish- 
ment, than  it  is  to  care  for  the  multitude  of  invalids  who  become 
publtc  charges  through  our  neglect.  The  whole  question  has 
long  since  passed  the  theoretical  stage,  and  the  public  as  well 
as  the  individual  may  now  look  for  practical  returns.  I  could 
give  many  concrete  examples  of  this  fact;  but  let  this  one  suf- 
fice: A  pupil  in  one  of  our  schools  was  losing  in  weight,  was 
growing  listless,  not  caring  for  her  books,  and  becoming  weary 
on  the  least  exertion.  Her  family  history,  so  far  as  bodily  vigor 
was  concerned,  was  not  good,  and  marked  tendencies  towards 
tuberculosis  developed.  Upon  the  advice  of  a  physician  she 
was  taken  to  "Our  Hospital"  —  notice  the  capitals—  where  she 
received  the  proper  food  and  care.  In  ten  days  time  she  had 
gained  four  pounds  and  a  little  later  was  discharged  from  the 
institution. 

Yes,  I  could  site  other  instances;   but  charity  forbids. 

Although  the  schools  are  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  they  should  go  much  farther  than  this  if  genuine  and  per- 
manent results  are  to  be  attained.  The  percentage  of  under- 
weights has  been  reduced  somewhat  during  the  year,  but  there 
is  much  work  to  be  done.       No  determined  effort  to  combat  this 
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evil  has  yet  been  made;  but  the  duty  and  the  obligation  are 
still  ours  nevertheless. 

Provision  should  be  made  whereby  the  majority  of  the  pu- 
pils of  all  our  schools  might  partake  of  a  mid-morning  lunch. 
This  might  be  brought  from  home;  or  it  could  be  furnished  by 
the  school  at  a  nominal  cost.  The  item  of  expense,  for  tre  food 
itself,  would  be  eliminated,  as  the  pupil  would  pay  the  bill.  This 
at  first  sight,  might  seem  to  be  a  mercenary  project,  and  liable  to 
work  hardships  to  a  great  many  pupils;  but  such  would  be  far 
from  the  real  fact.  Anyone  at  all  famihar  with  the  spendthrift 
habits  of  most  of  our  boys  and  girls  at  the  present  time,  is  quite 
convinced  that  the  amount  spent  for  candy,  chewing  gum,  etc.  is 
more  than  ample  for  all  school  lunch  requirements. 

A  cup  of  hot  cocoa  or  soup,  or  a  glass  of  mi^k,  or  a  sand- 
wich of  some  kind,  during  the  morning:  recess,  would  conduce 
greatly  to  a  better  physical  and  mental  development,  that  would 
show  itself  in  many  ways. 

Arrangements  for  carrying  out  this  plan  could  be  easily 
made,  so  far  as  the  Burley  and  the  Central  Schools  are  concern- 
ed. But  the  other  schools  are  so  scattered  and  are  so  lacking  in 
ordinary  conveniences,  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  install  any 
system  that  will  deal  impartially  with  all  the  children  of  the 
town. 

Still,  this  subject  is  so  vitally  important,  is  so  fraught  with 
tremendous  responsibilities,  that  we  should  not  rest  until  our 
object  is  fully  accomplished. 

With  such  a  system  well  established  there  would  be  a  clo- 
ser correlation  with  the  phvsical  training,  and  from  such  a  com- 
bination larger  results  could  be  confidently  expected. 

Before  leaving  this  subject,  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  dental  clin- 
ic which  was  established  a  few  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  of  the  town.  The  names  of  the  men  engaged  in  this 
noble  work  are.  well  known  to  all,  and  need    no    commendation 
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from  me.  Their  work  speaks  for  them,  and  the  appreciation  of 
their  worth  will  grow  with  the  passing  years.  My  object  here 
is  to  point  out  to  the  citizens  of  our  town  this  one  grand  fact,viz: 
That  there  is  no  child  in  this  community,  no  matter  how  poor 
he  may  be,  but  what  can  receive  the  best  care  and  treatment, 
free  of  cost  or  nearly  so,  for  every  bodily  defect  or  ailment. 
Even  his  parents  cannot  abuse  him,  for  the  agent  of  the  S.  P.  C. 
C.  co-operates  with  the  school  authorities  and  brings  down  upon 
the  heads  of  all  such  offenders  the  well-merited  severity  of  the 
law.  Here  is  something  of  which  we  may  all  be  proud,  and 
that  fully  justifies  our  best  efforts  towards  its  support  and 
maintenance. 


Cadet  Teachers. 


Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  past  to 
find  capable  substitute  teachers  in  case  of  need.  The  source  of 
supply  is  extremely  limited;  and  even  when  found,  the  probabil- 
ities of  having  been  away  from  school  work  for  so  long,  made 
their  value  to  the  class,  as  a  general  thing,  more  apparent  than 
real.  Moreover  such  notices  come  with  little  warning,  and  it  is 
only  under  the  most  favorable  conditions  that  such  vacancies 
can  be  filled  without  considerable  loss  of  time.  Application  to 
out-of-town  sources  of  supply  is  equally  uncertain  and  the  loss 
of  time  greatly  increased. 

Last  September  it  was  decided  to  try  a  new  plan,  whereby 
we  could  be  assured  of  someone  who  would  be  thoroughly  fa- 
miliar with  the  work  and  be  ready  at  a  moments  notice.  Accord- 
ingly two  of  our  former  high  school  pupils  who  had  just  received 
their  diplomas  from  the  Salem  Normal  School  were  appointed 
as  Cadet  teachers  in  the  Winthrop  and  Burley  Schools. 

Fortunately  for  these  individuals,  but    unfortunately    for  the 
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system  just  inaugurated,  both  secured  positions  in  other  schools 
at  a  larger  salary.  We  succeeded  in  employing  one  such  teach- 
er for  the  Burley  School,  where  the  plan  has  worked  to  our 
complete  satisfaction. 

Let  me  say  by  way  of  explanation,  that  such  teachers  are 
under  the  control  of  the  principal  of  the  school  to  which  they 
are  assigned,  and  are  mostly  engaged  with  the  backward  pupils 
of  the  different  rooms,  when   not  doing  actual  substitute  work. 

This  also  will  become  the  testing  ground  for  those  teachers 
who  desire  positions  on  the  permanent  list.  If  these  assistants 
show  an  aptitude  and  a  love  for  the  work,  are  progressive,  and 
exhibit  a  good  degree  of  those  qualifications  essential  for  a 
good,  all-round  teacher,the  problem  of  the  school  authorities 
will  be  greatly  simplified,  by  having  such  a  source  from  which 
to  make  selection. 

Circumstances  have  not  permitted  us  to  carry  out  our  plans 
as  originally  intended,  but  from  what  we  know  of  it,  we  feel  jus- 
tified in  making  it  a  permanent  feature  of  our  school  program. 


School  Libraries. 

There  is  positive  evidence  that  a  majority  of  our  children 
in  the  grades  do  little  or  no  outside  reading.  They  are  wholly 
unfamiliar  with  what  is  going  on  in  the  world  about  them,  and 
show  a  deplorable  indifference  towards  the  information  furnished 
by  the  various  papers  and  magazines  of  the  day. 

Part  of  this  igorance  may  be  excusable  as  a  large  number  of 
these  pupils  come  from  non-English  speaking  homes,  and  rarely 
or  never  see  a  paper  or  magazine  that  is  printed  in  the  English 
language. 

This  condition  however  only  emphasizes  the  need  of  more 
outside  work  in  this  line  of  effort.      Accordingly   a    daily    paper

and  one  or  more  magazines  have  been  furnished  in  some  of  the 
rooms,  but  not  in  all  of  them  as  yet. 

We  have  also  revised  a  list  of  books,  adapted  to  each  grade, 
that  may  be  had  from  the  Public  Library,  for  home  reading.  This 
is  not  simply  a  suggested  list,  but  one  which  the  pupils  are  re- 
quired to  read,  and  then  to  give  a  summary  of  what  they  read. 

This  may  seem  to  be  rather  drastic  for  outside  work  but 
anything  short  of  it  is  time  wasted.  Suggestions  bring  few  re- 
returns;  requirements  and  compulsory  demands  even  yield  far 
less  than  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 

As  there  is  considerable  uniformity  in  cataloging  and  ar- 
ranging books  in  all  libraries,  we  plan  to  teach  the  outline  of 
lessons  on  the  use  of  books,  and  libraries  as  furnished  by  the 
State  Department. 

There  should  be  the  nucleus  of  a  library  in  each  of  the  three 
larger  schools,  so  that  the  pupils  may  become  familiar  not  only 
with  the  standard  arrangement  for  all  libraries,  but  also  to  have 
access  to  a  few  standard  books  and  acquire  the  taste  for  good 
literature.  Books  should  be  added  to  these  libraries  each  year, 
and  even  the  youngest  pupils  should  be  encouraged  to  make 
use  of  them,  while  he  has  the  guidance  of  an  older  person,  in 
the  formation  of  the  reading  habit. 


Intelligence  Measurements. 

In  conjunctisn  with  the  teachers  and  superintendents  of 
Newbury,  Newburyport,  and  Amesbury,  Mr.  Whipple  and  my- 
self undertook  some  work  along  this  line  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Shaw  of  Harvard  University.  Some  of  us  continued 
the  course  under  this  instruction  after  the  class  had  disbanded, 
and  attended  many  conferences  where  the  subject  was  fully 
discussed. 
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This  movement  was  given  a  new  impetus  during  the  war 
when  it  was  necessary  to  grade  and  sort  men  for  specific  lines 
of  work.  It  still  claims  the  attention  of  employers  and  educators 
bv  reason  of  what  it  accomplished  during  that  struggle,  it  makes 
a  special  appeal  to  school  officials  and  teachers,  as  it  holds  the 
promise  of  a  more  rational  and  comprehensive  method  of  sys- 
tematic grading  than  is  possible  under  the  single  one  in  use  at 
the  present  time. 

Each  pupil  must  be  given  that  place  to  which  by  natural 
endowment  he  is  best  fitted,  and  class  distinctions  and  favora- 
tism  will  be  largely  eliminated  by  its  use.  And  right  here  is  the 
danger  point.  Lp  to  the  present  time  the  system  has  registered 
so  many  damaging  disclosures  of  incompetency  among  the  so- 
cially elect,  that  I  fear  for  its  popularity.  On  the  other  hand 
it  has  often  discovered  some  very'  bright  minds  where  we  least 
expected  to  find  them. 

It  has  not  been  perfected  and  simplified  sufficiently  as  yet  to 
warrant  its  exclusive  use  by  all  laymen  in  grading  school  pupils. 
But  we  still  have  faith  in  the  principle  per  se.  and  shall  await  its 
development  with  genuine  interest. 

The  pupils  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  have  been 
tested  by  this  system  of  measurements,  and  the  records  are  on 
file  in  mv  office. 


Project  Method  In  Geography. 


This  method  has  made  decided  advances  in  popularity  and 
appreciation  among  both  teachers  and  pupils  during  the  past 
year. 

It?  strong  points  are:  —  Intensive  work  by  all  the  pupils:  de- 
velopment of  individual  and  class  initiative,    thereby  developing 
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the  group  spirit,  or  co-operation;  multiplies  the  sources  of  infor- 
mation; conduces  to  thoroughness;  gives  exercise  to  the  various 
faculties  of  the  mind,   as  judgment,    taste,  etc.;  and    furnishes  a 

tangible  reward  for  the  work  accomplished. 

This  work  was  taken  up  last  year  with  some  of  the  classes 
with  a  fair  degree  of  success,  We  are  planning  to  enlarge  the 
scope  of  the  work  this  year,  with  a  larger  number,  if  with  not 
all  the  classes. 

Biography. 

"All  history  easily  resolves  itself  into  the  biography  of  a  few 
stout  and  earnest  persons." 

We  are  beginning  to  recognize  the  truth  of  this  statement. 
If  you  know  the  men  who  have  influenced  and  shaped  the  con- 
duct of  the  masses,  you  can  predict  what  that  conduct  is  likely 
to  be;  and  the  recorded  facts  of  history  will  give  fullfillment  to 
your  prophecy. 

We  are  stressing  this  feature  in  our  study  of  history  this  year 
as  we  feel  that  it  shows  a  closer  relation  of  cause  and  effect,  and 
gives  the  pupil  the  right  viewpoint.  The  chidren  are  the  greater 
gainers  from  this  deeper  knowledge  of  the  great  characters  of 
history;  they  see  the  man  back  of  the  event,  and  his  character 
and  his  conduct  inspire  them  as  the  bare  outside  facts  can 
never  do. 


Night    School. 

Owing  to  lack  of  funds  the  opening  of  the  night  school  was 
postponed  for  nearly  two  months.  The  laws  of  the  State  com- 
pel us  to  have  such  a  school.       But  we  are  free  to  confess  that  it 
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School  Prizes.

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Hereafter  prizes  are  to  be  awarded  to  those  pupils  only 
who  maintain  a  rank  of  90,  or  over,  throughout  the  year.  The 
faculty  and  the  committee  are  in  full  accord  with  this  plan,  as  it 
establishes  a  definite  standard,  or  goal  to  be  reached,  in  order 
to  secure  a  prize. 

The  old  plan  was  indefinite  and  did  not  call  forth  the  pupil's 
best  effort;  neither  did  it  assist  in  standardizing  the  school.  While 
the  old  plan  so  far  has  given  fairly  satisfactory  results,  in  as 
much  as  advantage  has  never  been  taken  of  its  inherent  weak- 
nesses, still  the  temptation  was  there,  and  might  have  led  to  a 
genuine  decline  of  scholarship.  The  new  regulation  will  remove 
this  possibility  and  we  shall  look  for  a  better  quality  of  work  in 
the   future. 


Penny     Savings. 


The  same  general  plan  of  collection  has  been  continued  this 
year.  Mr.  Tozer  calls  at  each  school  every  week,  collects  the 
money  received  by  the  teacher,  and  gives  his  receipt  for  the 
same.  Small  sums  are  held  until  the  amount  is  sufficient  to  open 
a  bank  account.  A  bank  book  is  then  taken  out  in  the  owner's 
namo.  After  this  the  owner  of  the  book  makes  the  deposits 
himself. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  $  204.97  collected  and  34 
new  bank-books  taken  out.  This  does  not  represent  all  the 
money  that  has  been  saved  by  the  pupils;  for  many  of  them  are 
are  interested  in  the  purchase  of  savings  stamps.  The  amount 
deposited  by  the  owners  of  bank-books  is  never  made  known 
to  us.     We  hope  it  may  be  a  considerable  sum,   as  the    habit  of 
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thrift  formed  while  young  is  a  great  help  to  success  later  on.  \\  e 
are  urging  all  of  our  schools  to  take  a  deeper  interest  in  this 
matter. 


In     General. 

The  grading  in  our  lower  school  has  been  somewhat  de- 
moralized since  the  opening  of  schools  in  September. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  accommodations  we  were  obliged  to 
ignore  all  considerations  of  fitness,  for  the  time  being,  and  sim- 
ply devote  our  energies  to  the  work  of  housing  the  unexpected 
number  of  children  presenting  themselves  for  admission  to  our 
schools.  Repeaters  were  pushed  ahead,  older  children  who,  on 
account  of  their  inability  to  read  English,  were  obliged  to  begin 
in  the  lower  grades.  These  have  been  sriven  the  opportunity  of 
rapid  promotion,  repeaters  are  finding  their  level,  and  we  are 
hoping  for  a  full  return  to  normal  conditions  very  soon.  This 
confusion  may.  after  all,  lead  to  beneficial  results  as  we  were 
compelled  to  seek  out  the  brighter  pupil  and  place  him  where 
he  was  capable  of  doing  the  work,  without  waiting  for  the  arrival 
of  the  regular  promotion  period.  In  even,-  instance,  so  far.  these 
pupils  are  fully  up  to  the  average  of  the  class  to  which  they 
have  been  promoted. 

The  Junior  High  School  has  the  largest  enrolment  that  it 
has  ever  had,  and  is  seriously  handicapped  for  room.  One  of 
the  corridors  is  used  regularly  for  class-room  purposes,  and  the 
settees  have  to  be  moved  from  one  room  to  another  as  the  re- 
quirements of  the  schedule  demand.  This  makes  confusion  and 
would  lead  to  considerable  demoralization  if  the  pupils  were 
not  held  under  the  best  kind  of  discipline. 

Serious  attempts  are  being  made  at  the  present  time  to  en- 
rich the  course  of  study  for  this  school,  in  the  hopes   of    encour- 
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aging  more  of  these  pupils  to  continue  such  courses  in  the  Senior 
High  School. 

For  the  first  time  during  my  term  of  office,  I  feel  fully  war- 
ranted in  commending  the  work  of  our  Senior  High  School  to 
your  favorable  notice.  Not  but  what    the    work    of    previous 

years  has  been  satisfactory  and  has  shown  improvement  in 
quantity  and  quality;  but  sufficient  time  had  not  elapsed  to  fur- 
nish the  indisputable  evidence  of  such  assertions  even  had  we 
chosen  to  make  them. 

But  the  evidence  is  all  in,  the  real  facts  are  before  us  and 
are  of  such  a  character  that  we  can  successfully  challenge  the 
skepticism  of  the  most  prejudiced.  The  school  has  made  good, 
and  no  one  can  deny  it.  The  class  of  1921  was  a  banner  class, 
and  has  set  the  pace  for  succeeding  classes  to  follow. 

It  may  be  profitable  for  yau  to  review  the  evidences  of  our 
faith,  and,  if  so,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Whipple,  the 
principal  of  the  school.  But  we  must  not  stop  here.  There  is 
sore  need  of  more  work  of  this  character  in  this  community  and 
we  feel  sure  that  the  school  is  capable  of  doing  its  share  in  that 
work.  If  we  have  gained  the  confidence  of  the  community,  we 
must  have  its  co-operation  also.  The  enrolment  of  this  school 
should  be  doubled  within  the  next  few  years,  in  order  to  bring 
the  educational  standards  of  the  community  up  to  the  level  of 
many  other  places. 

We  have  a  corps  of  good  teachers, — earnest,  capable,  and 
willing  to  assist  at  all  times.  The  pupils  are  showing  an  interest 
and  are  happy  in  their  work.  The  evidences  of  discontent  are 
wholly  wanting,  and  that  finer  school  spirit  is  growing  more  no- 
ticeable and  pronounced.  A  larger  number  of  the  children  of 
foreign  parentage  is  to  be  found  in  the  upper  classes;  and  the 
parents  themselves  are  manifesting  a  deeper  interest  in  this  school 
than  at  any  time  previous. 

The  outlook  for  our    high    school    is   most    favorable;     and 
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with  the  full  assistance  and  sympathy  of  the  parents,  its  mem- 
bership should  be  increased  to  two  hundred  or  more  resident 
pupils  within  the  next  few  years. 


The     Budget. 


This  subject  has  received  that  serious  consideration  from 
the  school  authorities  that  its  importance  demands,  and  each 
item  of  the  account  has  been  investigated  with  the  utmost  care. 

The  question  of  salaries  is  still  unsettled.  Whether  they  will 
maintain  this  present  level,  go  higher,  or  lower,  is  still  a  matter 
of  doubt  and  uncertainty.  The  output  of  our  normal  schools 
does  not  meet  present  needs  and  will  not  do  so  for  two  or  more 
years  to  come.  College  graduates  prefer  other  calling,  and  little 
relief  can  be  expected  from  this  source.  The  best  opinion  is 
that  the  present  scale  will  remain  and  that  the  best  teachers  will 
demand  higher  pay  and  get  it. 

\X  e  shall  need  three  additional  teachers  this  year,  hence  the 
increase  in  the  amount  of  this  item. 

Textbook  and  Supplies  called  for  additional  funds  this  year- 
Many  of  the  books  in  use  to-day  are  in  such  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition that  replacement  is  the  only  alternative.  More  than  a 
year  ago  some  of  these  books  were  collected,  and  boxed  up  for 
shipment,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds,  the  boxes  were  re-opened 
and  the  books  distributed  again  for  further  use.  But  there  is  an 
end  to  all  things;  and  the  continued  use  of  these  books  has  al- 
ready resulted  in  a  loss  of  time  and  money  far  in  excess  of  the 
price  of  exchange.  The  schools  need  reference  books  and 
charts.  The  need  of  blackboards  is  imperative,  and  they  should 
be  of  slate.     The  work  of  many   of   our   schools    is    greatly     hin- 
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dered  by  the  lack  of  suitable  means  for  carrying  on  their  neces- 
sary work. 

Of  course,  it  is  thoroughly  understood  that  our  present  nee.ds 
are  due  largely  to  the  attempts  at  curtailment   during  the  excess 
ive  price  ranges  during  the  war.      But  books  will   wear    out  and 
replacement  at  the  present  time  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

The  item  ot  Buildings  and  grounds  includes  repairs  and  re- 
pairs and  replacements.  Here,  too,  we  are  confronted  with 
conditions  similar  to  those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

During  the  coldest  weather  we  have  experienced  so  far  this 
winter,  the  grate  under  one  of  the  boilers  in  the  Winthrop  Build- 
ing broke  down,  and  upon  examination  its  companion  was 
found  to  be  in  poor  condition.  These  grates  were  installed  five 
years  ago,  and  have  done  good  service  during  that  time.  It  is 
thought  best  to  replace  one  of  them,  and  to  have  another  at  hand 
in  case  of  an  emergency. 

The  sills  of  the  basement  windows  in  the  Winthrop  School, 
thirteen  in  all,  are  buried  some  little  distance  below  the  surface 
of  the  yard,  and  already  show  marked  signs  of  decay,  As  a 
matter  of  economy  the  earth  before  them  should  be  removed,  and 
the  woodwork  protected  by  substantial  brick  or  cement  retain- 
ing walls,  that  will  allow  ample  space  for  cleaning  and  painting 
whenever  necessary. 

The  rooms  in  the  old  part  of  the  Winthrop  Building  were 
so  poorly  lighted,  and  as  complaints  from  parents,  pupils,  and 
teachers  became  so  frequent,  that  it  was  decided  to  wire  these 
rooms  for  the  use  of  electrricity.  This  has  been  done  ,but  as  the 
work  was  not  completed  until  after  January  1,  1922,  no  bill  was 
presented.  This  item  therefore  will  appear  in  this  year's  ex- 
pense account. 

There  are  other  repairs  that  should  be  made  this  year. 

The  floors  in  the  Manning  Building  have  never  been  relaid, 
and,  after  forty-five  years  of  constant  wear,  cannot  be    expected 
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to  do  further  service. 

The  three  items  mentioned  will  explain  the  reason  for  the 
increase  in  this  item  of  the  budget. 

In  conclusion  let  me  urge  the  necessity  for  increased  school 
accommodations.  A  temporary  relief  may  be  gained  by  making 
a  four-room  addition  -  two  rooms  on  each  end  -  of  the  Burley 
school.  This  is  our  most  congested  district,  and  the  population 
in  this  section  is  growing  rapidly.  For  further  consideration  of 
this  matter.  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  School  Committee.

You  will  notice  from  the  above  that  all  the  graduates  from 
the  College  Course,  are  attending  College,  or,  doing  special  work 
with  the  intention  of  going  next  year. 
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From  the  general  course  and  commercial  course,  the  major- 
ity are  going  on  with  their  education  or  making  use  of  their 
high  school  training  in  work  which  could  not  be  accomplished 
without  such  training.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  from  the  above,  tha^ 
four  graduates  from  the  commercial  course  are  well  situated  in 
office  work.  I  have  received  reports  from  the  colleges,  normal 
and  commercial  schools,  and  seme  of  the  employers  of  last 
year  s  graduates  and  post  graduates,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  all  these  reports  are  most  pleasing. 

Ipswich  should  feel  proud  to  graduate  from  Manning  High 
School,  a  class  of  such  ambitious,  energetic,  young  men  and 
women  who  have  found  for  themselves  in  practically  every 
case,  employment  worth  while.  This  is  especially  true  at  a  time 
when  the  country  is  flooded  with  unemployment. 

Even  though  we  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  twenty-five, 
including  the  post  graduates,  who  went  out  from  the  school  the 
last  year  we  cannot  help  but  say,  "What  is  the  reason  Ipswich  is 
graduating  only  twenty-three  pupils  from  its  High  School?"  And 
if  you  will  notice  three  of  these  are  pupils  from  Rowley. 

I  think  if  parents  and  friends  of  the  pupils  who  graduated 
from  the  Junior  High  School  four  years  ago  last  June,  will  study 
the  situation  a  little,  they  will  soon  see  the  reason.  The  ambition 
to  earn  money  at  that  time  was  so  great  that  few  stopped  to  think 
how  much  more  they  would  be  worth  to  themselves  and  the 
community  with  at  least  four  years  more   of  school  training. 

Probably  I  realize  more  than  many  the  present  attitude  of 
those  people  who  might  have  graduated  in  the  class  of  1921  if 
they  had  remained  in  school.  Some  have  now  come  to  realize 
the  mistake  made  and  resolved  to  continue  their  education 
in  some  way.  Others,  however,  simply  go  on  from  job  to  job 
wondering  why  they  are  not   wanted. 

I  believe  there  is  no  time  in  the  life  of  a  boy  or  girl  so  vital 
to  future  success  and  happiness  as  that  period    immediately   fol- 
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lowing  the  time  he  or  she  leaves  Junior  High  School.  The  child 
at  that  age  is  self-conscious  and  shows  that  self-consciousness 
either,  in  diffidence,  or  in  an  attempt  to  be  bold,  and  indepen- 
dent. He  cannot  be  left  wholly  to  his  own  inclinations;  even 
though  he  does  not  like  school,  or  perhaps  does  not  like  a  teach- 
er, he  should  be  encouraged  to  overcome  that  feeling  and  see 
something  beyond.  , 

The  highest  degree  of  efficiency  to  which  our  educational 
system  has  yet  attained  still  leaves  a  gap  between  the  junior  high 
school,  and  the  high  school.  When  the  pupil  enters  high  school 
he  finds  that  even  though  he  has  learned  all  the  principles  of 
arithmetic,  English,  geography,  and  other  elementary  subjects,  he 
is  now  expected  to  do  a  little  more;  he  must  correlate  those  prin- 
ciples he  has  learned,  and  through  a  process  of  his  own  reasoning 
he  must  solve  simple  problems;  he  must  write  and  apply  his 
principles  of  grammar.  He  has  been  dealing  wholly  with  the 
concrete,   he  must  begin  to  deal  with  the  abstract. 

He  begins  to  wonder  why  he  should  study  ancient  history, 
but  if  we  can  keep  his  interest  for  a  few  weeks,  we  find  him 
associating  present  conditions  with  facts  of  the  early  ages.  He 
is  bored  with  the  study  of  Latin,  but  as  time  goes  on,  he  begins 
to  pick  out  of  the  common  words  he  is  using,  words  that  have 
come  to  his  knowledge  directly  from  the  Latin. 

I  assure  vou  it  is  a  pleasure  to  teach  a  group  of  children  of 
the  age  with  which  we  deal  in  the  high  school.  We  are  sorry  to 
say  that  we  fail  in  arousing  that  interest  in  some  pupils,  but  the 
cases  in  which  we  fail  are  few  if  the  pupil  can  be  encouraged  to 
go  on  in  school  for  at  least  two  years.  I  have  definite  cases,  in 
mind,  of  pupils  who  have  attended  high  school  for  as  many  as 
three  and  even  four  years  with  apparently  no  interest  in  school 
work  or  life  in  general,  finally  coming  to  a  realization  of  what 
they  are  missing,  either  by  the  personality  of  some  one  teacher, 
or  the  appeal  of  some  special  subject. 
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I  called  your  attention  in  my  report  of  last  year  to  the  fact 
that  too  large  a  proportion  of  pupils  are  inclined  to  the  commer- 
cial course,  and  although  the  commercial  course  has  proved  it- 
self of  the  greatest  value  in  some  cases,  in  other  cases  pupils 
take  the  commercial  course  only  to  find  at  the  end  of  four  years 
a  desire  to  take  advanced  work  without  the  proper  preparation. 

Our  State  Normal  Schools  and  even  Commercial  Colleges 
prefer  that  a  pupil  applying  for  entrance  be  prepared  to  present 
Algebra,  Geometry,  and  at  least  two  years  of  a  modern  language. 
I  still  believe  that  a  pupil  entering  high  school,  very  rarelv,  has 
any  idea  as  to  what  he  will  do  after  graduation,  because  of  ths 
feeling,  I  strongly  recommend  that  a  pupil  take  the  College  or  at 
least  the  General  Course  for  the  first  two  years.  The  General 
Course  as  outlined  at  the  present  time  will  fit  a  pupil  for  a 
Technical  School,  Normal  School,  or  any  Commercial  School. 

I  trust  you  will  permit  me  to  publish  the  course  of  study  at 
this  point  that  all  may  see  the  motive  of  my  suggestion. 


Course. 


You  will  note  that  Algebra  is  required  for  the  first  year  of 
all  pupils;  not  that  I  believe  all  pupils  get  the  greatest  amount  of 
good  from  such  a  plan,  but  keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  few 
pupils  at  the  time  of  entering  high  school  have  any  definite  plans 
for  the  future,  and  that  all  higher  institutions  require  or  at  least 
expect  a  preparation  in  at  least  one  year  of  algebra.  I  think  we 
are  justified  in  requiring  the  pupil  to  study  it. 
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Standing  of  the  School. 


There  seems  to  be  much  doubt  in  the  minds  of  some  as  to 
the  standing  of  the  school  among  the  high  schools  of  the  state. 
The  school  holds  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  a 
rating  as  a  Class  A  High  School,  meaning  that  we  meet  in  gen- 
eral the  demands  of  the  State  in  preparing  for  State  Normal,  and 
Technical  Schools.  A  pupil  may  enter  such  a  school  from  this 
school  on  a  certificate,  if  the  rank  has  been  at  least  80  per  cent 
in  each  subject  certified. 

The  New  England  Certificate  Board,  made  up  of  several  of 
our  New  England  Colleges,  allows  us  the  privilege  of  sending 
pupils  on  certificate  if  they  have  received  a  rank  well  above 
85  per  cent. 

Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  has  granted  us  this  year  for 
a  period  of  five  years  permission  to  send  pupils  to  that  institute 
on  certificate  if  the  rank  of  the  pupil  is  well  above  85.  There 
are  many  other  institutions  ready  to  accept  graduates  of  our 
school  on  certificate. 

We  have  another  group  of  colleges,  admitting  no  one  until 
the  required  examinations  of  the  New  England  Board  have  been 
passed.  It  is  a  credit  to  an  individual  to  be  able  to  pass  these 
examinations.  Pupils  intending  to  enter  college  by  any  of  the 
above  methods,  should  never  drop  below  80  per  cent  at  any 
time  during  the  high  school  course;  and  in  general,  a  pupil  in- 
tending to  go  to  college  should  have  a  rank  above  90  per  cent. 

I  believe  the  same  holds  true  with  graduates  from  the  com- 
mercial course.  Although  rank  does  not  always  show  the  per- 
sonality of  the  pupil,  it  is  an  exceedingly  good  indicator  as  to 
the  nature  of  work  he  will  do  in  an  office  or  other  line    of  work 
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after  leaving  school. 

In  order  to  do  the  work  required,  that  the  school  may  main- 
tain its  present  standing,  the  pupil  has  a  serious  and  hard  task. 
I  think  people  in  general  look  upon  the  pupil  in  high  school  as 
having  an  easy  time.  It  is  a  pleasant  period  in  one's  life  but 
not  easy.  The  pupils  should  have  a  definite  program  for  each  day, 
including  at  least  one  hour  for  recreation  cut-of  doors.  1  find 
that  many  do  not  have  such  a  program,  and  many  a  days  work 
is  not  done  because  the  individual  is  taken  from  his  work  for 
various  outside  interests.  It  is  discouraging  to  the  teacher  to  go 
before  a  class  of  pupils  with  poorly  prepared  work,  and  many 
times  some  pupils  are  too  tired  to  even  get  the  class  work.  A 
pupil  cannot  do  good  work,  without  regular  habits  of  study, 
rest,  and  recreation. 


Attendance. 

A  pupil  cannot  do  satisfactory  work  if  often  absent.  Every 
day  lost  from  school  is  actually  a  waste  and  cannot  be  made 
up.  The  best  pupil  in  school  cannot  afford  to  lose  unneces- 
sarily, even  one  day  of  the  year's  work.  The  workman  staying 
away  from  his  work  for  a  day,  loses  that  proportion  of  his  pay. 
A  store  cannot  do  its  best  work  if  one  of  the  force  is  absent;  a 
printing  office  would  fail  to  accomplish  its  work  if  it  was  com- 
pelled to  put  up  with  the  absence  of  employees  that  we  have 
to  deal  with  among  pupils  in  school. 

I  grant  that  absence  is  necessary  at  times,  but  aside  from 
illness  there  is  no  logical  excuse.  Some  pupils  will  not  stay 
away  from  school  unless  physically  unable  to  attend,  while  others 
are  ready  to  stay  away  at  the  least  provocation.  Good  scholar- 
ship and  perfect  attendance  invariably  go  together,  and  some  or 
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the  best  pupils  in  school  fail  because  work  is  lost  and  cannot  be 
made  up. 

The  time  is  not  only  a  waste  to  the  pupil  himself,  but  to  the 
whole  school  system.  A  pupil  stays  out  one  week,  and  as  a 
result  the  teacher  has  to  put  in  an  equivalent  amount  of  time 
outside  of  school  to  help  the  individual,  when  she  should  be 
helping  the  whole  class  by  correcting  papers  or  preparing  ad- 
vanced work. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  present  school  year  is  1  63  di_ 
vided  as  follows;  post  graduates,  three;  seniors,  twenty-one;  jun- 
iors, thirty-three;   sophomores,  thirty-five;  freshmen,  seventy-two.

The  average  attendance  for  the  first  sixteen  weeks  was  about 
ninety-four  per  cent  meaning  that  there  were  about  eleven  pu- 
pils absent  from  school  each  day  on  an  average  during  the  first 
sixteen  weeks. 

It  seems  that  parents  must  realize  the  effect  upon  an  organ- 
ization of  any  sort,  having  only  9-*  per  cent  of  its  operatives 
there  during  the  year.  I  try  to  make  the  pupil  see  the  effect  of 
an  absence,  but  when  the  parent  willingly  writes  an  excuse  for 
that  absence,  my  efforts  are    lost.  The    school    alone    cannot 

bring  up  the  percentage  of  attendance;  we  must  have  the  co- 
operation of  parents. 

During  the  fall  term  there  were  1  55  cases  of  tardiness,  during 
the  same  period  last  year  there  were  210  cases  of  tardiness,  dur- 
ing last  year  there  were  705  cases  of  tardiness.  Tardiness  shows 
carelessness  and  there  is  no  one  thing  in  the  record  of  a  high 
school  pupil  that  will  sooner  detract  from  his  chances  for  future 
employment  than  carelessness. 
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Teachers. 


The  school  was  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in  retaining 
the  greater  part  of  the  teaching  force.  The  loss  of  Miss  Cole» 
who  left  us  to  accept  a  more  remunerative  position,  was  not 
serious  to  the  work  of  the  school.  Miss  Allen,  teaching  fresh- 
man English  last  year,  and  being  familiar  with  the  customs  and 
pupils  of  the  school,  was  well  qualified  to  take  over  the  position 
left  vacant  by  this  resignation  of  Miss  Cole.  The  position  left 
vacant  by  Miss  Allen  in  taking  over  the  English  work,  was  filled 
by  Mr.  Conary,  but  in  order  that  Mr,  Conary  might  have  time 
outside  of  school  to  attend  to  athletic  work,  an  extra  class  in 
English  was  given  to  Miss  Allen. 

I  wish  to  commend  to  you  the  work,  and  attitude  of  each 
individual  teacher,  and  the  perfect  harmony  and  co-operation 
in  the  school  as  a  whole.  Although  some  of  the  teachers  may 
have  more  pupils  through  the  day  I  wish  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  one  teacher  does  not  feel  responsible  for  individ- 
ual work  alone  but  for  the  work  of  the  school  as  a  whole;  that 
is,  each  is  ready  to  help  the  other,  and  I.  assure  you  there  is  real 
instruction  for  the  individual  who  needs  help  given  in  the  morn- 
ing before  school,  at  noon,  and  at  night  after  school,  for  those 
pupils  who  really  need  help  can  get  it  if  they  are  willing  to  put 
in  their  own  time.  Teachers  are  usually  working  in  the  building 
at  night  long  after  school  has  closed,  and  for  the  most  part  leave 
the  building  with  two  or  more  hours  of  work  to  do  in  the  eve- 
ning. I  realize  this  may  be  somewhat  of  a  hardship,  but  it  is 
useless  to  ask  a  pupil  to  do  written  work  unless  it  is  corrected. 

The  work  in  music  is  showing  excellent  results  and  the 
school  as  a  whole  enters  into  the  drill  with  a  good  spirit. 

Manual  training  has  proved  of  more  interest  to  the  pupils  in

High  School  than  at  any  previous  time.  I  wish  we  might  see 
more  of  those  having  had  the  previous  work  going  on  with  it. 
This  year  I  had  a  request  from  several  of  the  girls  to  take  the 
work  in  Manual  Training.  This  request  was  granted  and  the 
result  is  most  pleasing. 

Domestic  Science  serves  a  purpose  for  a  few  of  our  pupils 
but  I  believe  there  should  be  provision  for  more  intensive  train- 
ing. I  feel  that  we  have  some  in  school  who  would  profit  much 
if  they  could  be  allowed  to  take  more  of  the  work. 

We  have  a  large  class  in  drawing  this  year  and  the  work  is 
very  satisfactory.  I  will  not  go  into  detail  with  the  work  of  the 
above  departments  as  the  work  in  these  will  be  covered  by 
the  supervisors. 


Special     Activities. 


The  English  Club,  with  a  membership  of  those  in  school 
containing  a  rank  of  85  per  cent  or  over,  meets  regularly  under 
the  direction  of  the  English  teacher,  one  evening  each  second 
week,  for  reading  and  discussion  of  some  work  of  literary  value. 
During  the  fall  term  the  time  was  devoted  to  the  essay. 

The  work  of  publishing  the  school  paper  has  continued 
this  fall,  and  I  feel  certain  that  the  publication  is  a  result  of  much 
thought  and  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  the  teacher.  It 
is  deserving  of  credit,  but  even  though  the  business  men  of  the 
town  responded  liberally  with  advertisements,  I  am  sorry  to  say 
the  sales  do  not  warrant  the  expense  of  publication. 

At  the  present  time  the  senior  class  is  rehearsing  a  play; 
this  means  much  work  for  the  class  and  the  teacher  as  well,  but 
we  believe  the  training  is  worth  the  effort. 

The  French  Club,  made  up  of  members  of  the  upper  classes 
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*n  French,  meets  one  evening  each  second  week,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  French  teacher.  The  time  is  devoted  to  special 
reading  and  study,  stimulating  an  interest  in  the  use  of  the 
French  language. 

The  girl's  Glee  Club,  a  group  of  about  thirty  girls,  is  holding 
rehearsals  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Tozer.  This  is  entirely 
outside  of  the  regular  school  work,  but  the  interest  is  good.  Last 
year  an  operetta  was  given,  and  at  Christmas  time  the  girls  went 
about  town  singing  carols.  This  year  owing  to  an  unpleasant 
night,  and  the  fact  that  the  group  had  planned  to  unite  with 
other  groups  at  the  tree,  no  general  work  was  done;  however 
the  Club  went  to  the  hospital,  sang  some  of  the  carols,  and  re- 
returned  to  join  the  groups  at  the  tree. 

Debating  has  been  undertaken  in  the  school,  and  even 
though  we  have  not  thought  it  best  to  enter  into  inter-scholastic 
debating  as  yet,  the  student  body  has  shown  much  interest  in 
inter-class  debating. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  Woman's  Club,  the  senior  class 
attended  a  lecture  given  by  Proffessor  Dallas  Lore  Sharpe.  I 
believe  the  class  derived  much  of  value  from  the  lecture,  and  I 
wish  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  school  for  the  invitation, 
and  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Woman's  Club  for  the  interest  they 
have  taken  in  the  school  in  awarding  prizes  for  essays  to  be 
written  by  the  pupils  upon  a  subject  of  civic  nature.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  two  upper  classes  are  invited  to  attend  a  series  of 
lectures  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  club,  to  gain  information 
from  the  lectures,  and  whatever  sources  become  available,  and 
to  write  essays  upon  the  subject.  These  essays  will  be  read  by 
judges  not  acquainted  with  the  pupils.  Three  prizes  in  gold 
will  be  given.  This  is  in  line  with  school  work  and  will  be 
substituted  for  some  formal  work. 

I  will  just  mention  a  few  of  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
school  has  been  helped  in  its  work  by  the  people  of  Ipswich. 
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The  lecture  before  the  school  on  "Abraham  Lincoln"  by 
Rev.  Carrol  Perry.

The  work  done  by  Mr.  Patterson  in  installing  a  shower  bath. 

The  commercial  department  has  done  much  practical  work 
this  year,  in  connection  with  the  clerical  work  of  the  school,  in 
the  use  of  the  mimeograph,  and  we  have  been  pleased  to  do 
some  typewriting  and  copy  work  for  various  public  interests  in 
the  town.  Pupils  have  been  given  practice  in  making  deposits, 
in  writing  letters,  in  filing  and  in  business  practice  in  general. 

During  the  fall,  the  pupils  have  had  opportunity  to  witness 
and  take  part  in  various  activities.  The  school  was  much  inter- 
ested in  a  lecture  given  by  Herbert  W.  Mason,  President  of  the 
S.  D.  Warren  Paper  Co.,  on  the  manufacture  of  paper,  illustra- 
ted by  moving  pictures  showing  the  process  of  manufacture  of 
paper,  from  the  standing  tree  to  the  finished  product. 

The  ancient  history  classes  have  had  illustrated  lectures 
dealing  with  the  countries  and  customs  which  they  studv. 

The  lantern  and  slides  have  also  been  made  use  of  in  the 
study  of  commercial  geography.  The  American  History  class 
has  devoted  one  period  a  week  to  speeches  by  members  of  the 
class,  on  current  events  in  our  national  and  local  and  civic  life. 
Each  member  of  the  class  has  written  papers  on  various  sub- 
jects; but  the  greatest  effort  was  made  in  requiring  each  pupil 
to  write  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Disarmament  Confer- 
ence. I  wish  to  say  that  these  papers  show  much  thought  and 
a  careful  analysis  of  the  workings  of  the  Conference. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  American 
Legion  as  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  the 
raising  and  lowering  of  the  flag  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
pupils,  and  two  boys  are  definitely  appointed    to    attend   to  the 
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duty  for  a  given  period.  This  is  one  more  definite  means  of 
determining  the  ability  of  the  individual  to  take  responsibility,  as 
well  as  of  teaching  respect  for  the  flag. 

At  stated  times  the  school  has  stood  in  formation  out-of- 
doors  giving  the  salute  as  the  flag  is  raised.  The  salute  is  given 
each  morning  as  a  part  ot  opening  exercises  also. 


Socials. 

School  socials  have  been  held  this  year  by  each  of  the  three 
upper  classes,  and  arrangements  are  now  under  way  for  a  fresh- 
man class  social.  These  socials  are  held  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
encouraging  school  spirit.  The  majority  of  the  members  of  each 
class  with  the  teachers  have  attended  and  apparently  enjoyed 
the  evenings.  Games  are  played  in  which  all  take  part;  there  is 
none  of  the  "clique  spirit"  that  so  often  shows  itself  at  social 
gatherings.  I  have  tried  to  discourage  the  "clique"  in  school  for 
I  believe  the  public  school  is  one  place  in  which  democracy 
should  be  practiced  as  well  as  taught. 

The  last  of  the  year  is  always  a  busy  time;  pupils  are  pre- 
paring for  examinations  and  this  means  a  great  deal  of  study  and 
drill,  seniors  are  preparing  for  graduation  and  this  means  much 
work  for  both  pupils  and  teachers  Last  year  we  planned  to 
have  no  activities  during  the  last  ten  weeks  that  should  take  the 
time  of  the  pupil  or  teacher  from  the  real  work  that  must  be 
done  at  that  time;  however,  there  were  some  things  that  seemed 
necessarily  to  come  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
whatever  extra  work  we  may  be  called  upon  to  do  this  year  will 
be  out  of  the  way  before  the  last  ten  weeks,  leaving  teacher  and 
pupil  free  to  perfect  the  year's  work  and  make  the  graduating 
exercises  a  success. 
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Athletics. 


We  were  fortunate  this  fall  in  securing  Robert  Conary,  as  a 
teacher  in  the  school  and  coach  of  athletics.  School  athletics 
first  of  all  should  mean  regular  exercise  and  training  under  the 
supervision  of  a  man  who  has  the  qualities  of  true  manhood 
himself.  I  want  to  say  that  Mr.  Conary  has  fulfilled  our  hopes, 
and  even  though  we  can  not  claim  a  great  deal,  so  far  as  foot- 
ball scores  go,  we  can  say  that  we  had  a  foot-ball  team  which 
was  a  credit  to  the  school  and  town.  The  squad  at  best  was  of 
less  than  fifteen  boys,  but  those  few  worked  earnestly,  were  in 
good  physical  condition,  and  for  the  most  part  learned  the  fun- 
damentals of  the  game.  There  were  but  few  experienced  play- 
ers and  the  hope  of  getting  a  team  at  all  looked  small. 

Some  work  in  track  was  undertaken,  in  the  way  of  cross 
country  running.  A  meet  was  arranged  with  Danvers  High 
School,  and  St.  John's  Preparatory  School.  The  boys  of  Manning 
High  School  showed  better  training  and  won  the  cup. 

There  seems  to  be  a  desire  for  basket-ball  but  with  no  place 
in  which  to  play,  it  is  useless  to  organize  a  team. 

A  hockey  schedule  has  been  arranged  and  weather  permitt- 
ing, we  hope  to  get  some  outdoor  work  during  the  winter. 

Last  spring  we  had  material  for  a  good  baseball  team  but 
due  to  lack  of  coaching  and  regular  practice  we  lost  some  games 
that  we  should  have    won. 

The  treasury  is  low,  but  we  have  thought  it  best  not  to  ask 
for  money  until  the  school  itself  becomes  interested,  and  then 
we  hope  we  may  receive  the  patronage  of  the  people  at  the 
games.  Money  has  been  raised  however  by  candy  sales  at  re- 
cess, and  we  have  succeeded  in  paying   all   expenses,  including 
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those  of  taking  a  track  team  to  Boston  last  spring,  the  purchasing 
of  new  equipment  and  during  the  fall  term  we  paid  about  thirty- 
five  dollars  for  a  shower  bath  fixture.  Mr,  Patterson  very  kindly 
offered  to  install  the  bath  so  our  only  expense  was  the  material.

THE    JUNIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: — 

The  work  in  the  Junior  High  School  this  past  school 
year  has  progressed  steadily  along  the  same  general  lines  of  work 
as  in  former  years. 

The  enrolment  of  one  hundred  eighty  pupils  is  the  largest 
since  the  adoption  of  the  junior  high  plan.  We  have  three  dash- 
es in  the  seventh  grade  and  two  in  the  eighth  grade.  The  seat- 
ing capacity  of  our  four  rooms  is  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  accomm- 
odate these  pupils.  Each  of  our  teachers  has  forty-two  pupils 
in  several  recitations.  It  is  impossible  to  grade  the  classes  ac- 
cording to  ability  and  scholarship  as  we  are  obliged  also  to 
accommodate  the  numbers  of  boys  and  girls  to  the  capacity  of 
the  manual  training  and  domestic  science  rooms.  The  hall  or 
dressing  room  is  used  as  a  recitation  room  all  day  on  Monday 
and  at  least  two  periods  on  each  of  the  other  days. 

To  accomplish  the  best  results  pupils  should  receive  much 
individual  help  and  attention,  but  this  is  impossible  with  large 
classes.  The  work  obviously  is  mostly  class  instructions.  We 
have  tried  to  make  it  as  departmental  as  possible.  The  English 
work  is  under  the  supervision  of    one    teacher;  The    history  and 
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geography  is  in  charge  of  another  teacher.  Formerly  a  part  of 
the  English  was  taught  by  each  teacher  as  this  subject  means  a 
very  great  amount  of  outside  correcting.  Since  oral  composition 
has  been  substituted  some-what  for  the  written  work,  some  cor- 
recting has  been  eliminated. 

Each  year  we  regret  the  loss  of  some  of  our  good  teachers. 
Fortune  seems  to  favor  us,  however,  as  their  places  are  being 
filled  very  efficiently  by  their  successors. 

Last  June,  for  the  first  time  our  graduation  was  held  in  the 
evening.  Many  more  relatives  and  friends  of  the  class  attended 
the  exercises  than  in  previous  years,  which  is  due,  no  doubt,  to 
the  graduation  being  held  in  the  evening.  The  class  was  the 
largest  ever  graduated  from  the  school.  This  year's  class  bids 
fair  to  surpass  last  years  in   number. 

In  September  a  number  of  the  pupils  from  the  fifth  grades 
were  promoted  into  the  seventh  grade.  These  people  with  very 
few  exceptions,  are  making  good  in  their  new  grade.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  quarter  it  was  found  that  one  boy  of  the  seventh 
grade  was  much  in  advance  of  his  classmates  and  being  old 
enough  was  given  a  chance  to  try  the  eighth  grade,  where  he  is 
now  doing  very  good  work.  Thus  we  try  to  promote  a  child 
whenever  it  seems  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  individual. 

Promotion  by  subject,  which  should  be  one  of  the  chief  ad- 
vantages of  junior  high  organization  is  impracticable  to  a  large 
extent  as  our  corps  of  teachers  is  too  small  to  arrange  a  workable 
program  with  so  many  classes. 

Oral  composition  has  its  place  on  our  program  as  formerly 
but  this  year  we  are  also  making  use  of  the  socialized  recitation 
in  other  subjects.  The  socialized  recitation  signifies  something 
a  little  different  to  every  one.  To  some  it  means  lack  of  restraint 
in  the  class  room;  to  others  it  means  pupil  conducted  recitation, 
etc.  in  using  the  socialized  recitation,  the  teacher  directs  the 
thinking  and  works  for  the  development  of  power,  which  is  one 
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of  the  primary  ends  of  school  training,  rather  than  merely  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge.  We  find  that  the  child  contributes 
more  from  his  experience,  than  under  the  old  form  sf  questions 
by  the  teacher  and  answers  by  the  class.  Any  method  of  class 
room  activity  that  encourages  greater  self-reliance  on  the  part  of 
the  pupil  and  turns  over  much  of  the  work  to  the  initiative  of 
the  child  is  a  socialized  recitation. 

In  the  history  department  the  teacher  uses  the  biographical 
method.  The  plan  is,  to  weave  the  great  events  of  American 
history  so  around  the  lives  of  our  American  Men  and  women, 
that  the  boys  and  girls  may  not  only  know  why  America  is  the 
great  nation  that  she  is  to-day,  but  also  who  has  made  her  such. 
History  is  divided  into  periods,  for  example,  -  the  Revolutionary 
period  from  1  775-1  783.  There  each  step  toward  America's  in- 
dependence is  studied  in  connection  with  the  life  of  the  man 
who  did  most  to  make  that  step  possible.  A  note  book  is  kept 
by  each  student  in  which  he  notes  the  name  of  the  man  and 
any  important  act  or  saying  of  his.  Pictures  and  clippings  are 
also  added  to  the  notes.  In  connection  with  the  text  book,  li_ 
brary  stories  and  biographies  are  also  read  and  studied.  This 
method  seems  to  hold  the  interest  of  the  class  and  good  results 
are  being  obtained. 

The  aim  of  the  new  geography  used  in  the  seventh  grade 
is  to  teach  the  young  people  human  geography,  -  more  about 
people  than  things.  The  book  has  excellent  topical  paragraph 
divisions  and  each  subject  is  followed  by  problems  and  review 
questions.  The  maps  and  map  studies  furnish  splendid  material 
for  supervised  study.  The  old  command  of  the  teacher,  "  Chil- 
dren, close  your  books  and  we  will  have  our  geography  lesson" 
has  been  replaced  by  the  new  command,  "Children,  open  your 
books  for  your  geography  lesson."  Study  and  discussion  by 
pupils  and  teacher  follow.  Maps  and  brief  essays  on  special 
topics  are  prepared    by   each    pupil    to    illustrate    the    continent 
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which  he  is  studying.  The  geography  of  the  eighth  grade  is  a 
practical  review  of  grammar  school  work,  placing  particular  em- 
phasis on  production  and  commerce.  It  is  also  planned  to  use 
lantern  slides  in  connection  with  the  geography.  Many  gram- 
mar schools  to-day  are  being  criticized  for  the  lack  of  attention 
given  to  geography.  We  have  always  given  geography  a  prom 
inent  place  on  our  program. 

In  the  literature  classes  the  poems  and  prose  selections  are 
carefully  read,  the  stories  told  and  written,  and  selections  learned. 
The  historical  setting  of  each  has  been  reviewed  and  the  lives 
of  the  authors  given.  The  required  list  of  poems  for  each  month 
have  also  been  learned. 

The  aim  of  the  work  in  commercial  English  is  to  give  the 
pupils  a  practical  working  knowledge  of  the  most  common  busi- 
ness form,  with  which  they  come  in  contact.  The  work  covers 
a  study  of  business  and  friendly  letters,  bills,  receipts,  checks,  en- 
dorsements, postal  and  express  money  orders,  registered  letters, 
business  spelling  and  abbreviations,  capitalization  and  punctua- 
tion. Discussion  in  class  is  followed  by  written  work  from  each 
student  applying  principles  studied  in  class. 

Physical  training  is  conducted  along  the  lines  laid  down  bv 
the  supervisor.  Occasionally  competitive  drills  are  held.  The 
contest  between  the  boys  and  girls  is  generally  very  close.  Lead- 
ership through  leading  and  directing  their  school  mates  and  cit- 
izenship through  co-operating  with  leaders  are  the  aims  sought 
in  our  school.  This  is  especially  so  in  physical  training.  Through 
student  co-operation  in  our  school  government  we  are  trying  to 
lead  our  pupils  to  become  self-disciplined,  increasing  the  power 
of  self-control  and  self-discipline. 

English  grammar,  arithmetic,  penmanship,  spelling  and  civ- 
ics have  had  no  special  mention  in  this  report  as  these  subjects 
are  excellently  handled  by  their  respective  teachers  and  no  great 
change  in  their  treatment  has  been  made  since  last  year's  report. 
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Miss  Stuart,  the  school  nurse,  has  continued  her  excellent 
work  of  previous  years  with  all  the  hygiene  classes. 

Last  year  we  held  a  monthly  visiting  afternoon  on  the  last 
Friday  of  the  month.  On  the  preceding  day  the  children  wrote 
invitations  which  they  took  home  to  their  parents,  and  friends. 
These  invitations  were  quite  generally  accepted  and  many  people 
responded  each  month.  This  year  we  have  made  a  change  in 
time.  We  propose  to  hold  these  visiting  afternoons  on  a  differ- 
ent day  each  month.  We  hope  to  accommodate  those  who 
found  it  inconvenient  to  call  on  Friday. 

Our  major  aim  this  year  has  been  to  make  the  pupil  more 
adept  in  attacking  his  lessons  and  in  perfecting  himself  in  prop- 
er methods  of  study.  This  growing  confidence  and  power  of 
the  pupil  should  make  possible  an  increasing  amount  of  inde- 
pendent study.  We  always  try  to  give  credit  to  an  honest  and 
sustained  effort.  The  school  has  a  right  to  expect  at  least  an 
honest  effort  from  each  and  every  pupil. 

At  present  we  have  an  unusually  strong  corps  of  teachers  in 
the  Winthrop  building.  They  have  a  genuine  interest  in  each 
child.  They  are  teachers  of  experience  and  their  work  shows 
tact  and  enthusiasm.  They  command  the  respect  of  their  pupils. 
They  always  show  a  disposition  and  ability  to  co-operate  with 
others  in  carrying  out  constructive  plans  of  work. 

We  hope  that  another  year  conditions  will  be  such  that  we 
shall  be. able  to  do  much  more  individual  work  and  extend  pro- 
motion by  subject.

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COOKING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir:  — 

The  course  in  cooking  is  planned  to  give  the  girls  a 
knowledge  of  food  material  and  its  preparation.  They  study 
the  origin  of  food  used  in  class,  its  composition  and  use  in  the 
body. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  course  much  time  has  to  be  de- 
voted to  the  general  routine  of  the  work.  Each  girl  has  her  own 
utensils  in  a  drawer  and  she  is  held  responsible  for  the  cleanli- 
ness and  order  of  these  at  the  close  of  each  lesson.  Two  girls 
cook  together  and  wash  dishes  together.  They  take  turns  in  do- 
ing the  general  duties  of  housekeeping  as  sweeping,  putting 
away  supplies  and  washing  dish  towels. 

The  girls  prepare  the  simple  dishes  used  for  breakfast,  such 
as  serials,  cocoa,  eggs  and  quick  breads.  Table  setting  is  studied 
and  then  a  practical  review  lesson  is  given.  The  girls  set  the 
table,  prepare  and  serve  the  meal.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  do  this 
in  large  classes. 

After  the  work  on  breakfasts  simple  and  nutritious  dishes 
for  supper  are  made.  Vegetables  are  studied  and  cooked  in 
various  ways.       Bread,  pastry,  and  foods  cooked  in  deep  fat  are 
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made.  At  Christmas  time  the  girls  take  much  pleasure  in  study- 
ing sugar  and  making  candy. 

They  are  able  to  classify  all  kinds  of  food.  They  know  the 
foods  which  build  up  the  body,  those  which  give  heat  and  en- 
ergy and  the  bone  building  foods.  This  helps  the  girls  in  making 
good,  balanced  nerves. 

in  the  fall  the  townspeople  send  in  fruits  and  vegetables  to 
be  canned.  They  furnish  all  materials  and  the  girls  do  the  work. 
This  gives  the  girls  a  practical  knowledge  of  canning,  preserving 
and  jelly  making. 

This  course  aims  to  make  the  girls  capable  and  helpful  in 
their  own  homes.

SEWING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir:  — 

The  work  in  the  sewing  course  begins  in  the  fifth 
grade.  The  child  learns  the  fundamental  stitches  on  a  practice 
piece  and  then  applies  them  on  some  useful  article.  All  the 
sewing  in  this  grade  is  done  by  hand  and  it  is  remarkable  how 
well  some  of  these  little  girls  only  eight  or  nine  years  of  age  can 
do.  A  mothers  encouragement  in  this  work,  as  in  any  other  line 
of  work,  helps  wonderfully.  Sometimes  a  child  comes  without 
work  because  she  cannot  afford  to  buy  the  material  but  more 
often  because  her  mother  lacks  interest. 

In  the  sixth  grades  the  girls  are  taught  to  use  the  sewing  ma- 
chines. It  takes  much  time  and  patience,  also  considerable  rip- 
ping before  they  can  stitch  straight.  The  girls  make  any  gar- 
ment they  wish  provided  it  is  not  too  hard  for  them.  They 
furnish  their  own  material  so  cannot  be  required  to  make  things 
they  do  not  need.  Underclothes  of  all  kinds  and  aprons  are 
made.  The  girls  meet  with  more  difficult  problems  on  these 
garments.  They  are  taught  the  use  of  commercial  patterns  but 
on  account  of  such  large  classes  much  of  the  actual  cutting  of 
garments  has  to  be  done  after  school. 
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The  girls  have  more  time  for  sewing  in  the  seventh  grade. 
They  make  their  cooking  outfit  consisting  of  an  apron,  cap,  tow- 
el and  holder.  It  has  been  very  pleasing  to  see  the  great  im- 
provement made  in  machine  stitching  in  these  seventh  grade 
classes.  If  the  cooking  outfit  is  completed  before  the  second 
half,  underclothes  are  made.      Patching  and  darning  is  taken  up. 

In  the  eighth  grade  the  work  is  more  advanced.  This  past 
year  several  of  the  girls  made  their  graduation  dresses  very  suc- 
cessfully. They  were  very  interested  doing  this  and  I  wish  every 
girl  might  be  required  to  make  her  own  dress.  Various  other 
articles  of  clothing  -were  made. 

The  girls  make  many  new  garments  from  old  material.  This 
is  a  very  practical  phase  of  dressmaking.  The  townspeople  are 
earnestly  urged  to  send  in  cast  off  garments  which  can  be  made 
over.  This  would  help  to  clothe  many  children  who  do  not 
have  warm  enough  clothing  for  winter.  The  people  have  always 
been  kind  to  send  in  material  during  the  canning  season  and 
they  could  also  help  us  in  our  sewing  classes. 

This  course  aims  to  teach  the  girls  to  make  and  repair  their 
own  clothes.  They  are  interested  in  the  work  and  the  results 
obtained  from  the  majority  of  them  are  very  gratifying.

MUSIC    DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir:  — 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  music 
in  the  Ipswich  public  schools,  may  I  suggest  that  an  outline  of 
the  work  in  music  in  every  grade  may  prove  to  be  more  accept- 
able than  a  report  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the 
past  year.  There  are,  however,  certain  features  of  the  course 
which  1  feel  should  be  brought  to  your  attention. 

We  have,  at  the  present  time,  a  chorus  in  the  Senior  High 
School,  of  which  your  supervisor  feels  justly  proud.  Four  part 
singing  is  taken  up  once  each  week  for  a  period  of  forty  min- 
utes. Not  only  are  the  more  modern  compositions  rehearsed 
but  the  old  familiar  songs  as  well.  This,  of  course,  serves  a 
two-fold  purpose.  And  the  spirit  shown  by  the  pupils  at  their 
rehearsals  would  indicate  that  music  in  our  High  School  is  at 
last  reaching  the  condition  for  which  we  have  been  so  long 
aiming. 

We  also  have  a  Girls  Glee  Club  of  forty-five  voices  in  the 
Senior  High  School.  This  chorus  is  arranged  for  three  part 
singing.  When  one  realizes  that  the  rehearsals  of  this  club 
are  held  after  school  hours  once  each    week,    it    would    seem  to 
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show  that  there  must  be  rather  more  than  the  usual  amount  of 
interest  in  the  organization.  We  have  sung  our  Christmas  carols 
at  the  hospital,  at  the  Community  Christmas  Tree  and  at  va- 
rious points  of  the  town.  We  are  asked  as  an  organization  to 
take  an  active  part  in  the  programs  of  the  Community  Service. 
We  have  given  during  the  past  year  and  hope  to  give  in  the 
near  future,  an  operetta  of  the  highest  type.  All.  of  which  should 
prove  the  inestimable  advantage  to  the  school  and  community 
as  well,  of  maintaining,  supporting  and  encouraging  such  an 
organization. 

It  is  regretable  that  no  provision  can  be  made  for  an  or- 
chestra. This  is  simply  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  pupils  who  play 
the  various  instruments  necessary  for  forming  such  a  club.  If 
money  be  raised  whereby  the  different  instruments  of  the  or- 
chestra could  be  procured,  owned  by  the  town  and  loaned  to 
the  pupils,  I  feel  that  many  of  our  boys  and  girls  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  private  instruction.  Is  this  not 
worth  considering? 

In  order  for  the  parents  to  fully  appreciate  the  work  is  being 
done  in  our  chorus  and  glee  club,  it  is  necessary  that  they  visit 
the  schools  while  the  classes  are  in  session.  The  chorus  rehear- 
ses on  Wednesdays  8.45  to  9.30.  The  glee  club  on  Thursdays 
at  3.45.  May  I  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  parents  and 
friends  of  our  school  children  to  be  present  during  these  rehear- 
sals.    In  this  way  only  can  a  definite  idea  of  our  aims  be  found. 

And  now  for  the  work  in  the  grades,  which  is  preparatory 
to  what  we  are  doing  in  the  Senior  High.  Below  will  be  found 
the  course  of  study  which  is  in  practical  operation  in  the  Ipswich 
schools  at  the  present  time.  Necessarily  many  of  the  details  are 
omitted,  as  our  course  of  study,  explained  in  full,  would  consti- 
tute a  book  in  itself. 

Here  again,  in  order  to  fully  appreciate  our  music,  one  must 
come  to  the  class  room  and  view  for  himself    our    system    while 
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in  active  operation.  May  I  suggest  that  the  week  of  March  20th 
or  any  others  agreeable  to  you,  be  set  aside  as  visiting  week  for 
music,  in  order  that  the  parents  make  a  special  effort  to  visit  the 
schools  while  the  supervision  is  in  the  classroom.  I  trust  that 
this  matter  will  receive  your  favorable  consideration. 

I  think  it  is  only  fair  at  this  time  to  mention  the  fact  that 
Mrs.  Tozer  acts  as  my  accompanist  at  all  my  chorus  and  glee 
club  rehearsals.  This  not  only  takes  up  a  great  part  of  her  time, 
for  which  she  receives  no  compensation,  but  adds  greatly  to  the 

work  as  a  whole. 

Below  is  given  the  Course  of  Study.  Individual  work  is  giv- 
en every  child  in  every  grade.  Examinations  in  music  are  given 
every  quarter.  The  supervisor  visits  the  lower  grades  once  in 
two  weeks,  and  the  upper  grades  every  week.  If  schools  are 
closed  during  the  holidays  or  vacations,  he  cannot  visit  the  low- 
er grades  but  once  each  month,  the  dates  for  visitation  are  made 
out  for  the  year.  This  would  explain  his  absence  in  certain 
schools  during  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  recess. 

If,  in  the  following  course  of  study,  there  are  any  questions 
as  to  detail,  your  supervisor  will  gladly  answer  them  upon  request.

PHYSICAL  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintenden  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Mr.  Horton— 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  physical 
education  is  making  much  progress  in  the  schools  of  Ipswich. 
This  is  most  noticeable  in  the  upper  grades  in  the  Junior  High 
School  and  particularly  in  the  Senior  High  School.  The  credit 
belongs  to  the  masters,  principals  and  teachers.  They  have 
worked  faithfully  in  developing  pupil  leadership,  and  this  is  by 
far  the  most  valuable  work  they  have  done  in  behalf  of  better 
physical,  mental  and  social  hygiene.  In  time  this  will  be  felt 
very  decidedly  in  the  community  because  we  are  training  self 
contained  and  devoted  leaders,  greater  loyalty  and  strong-willed 
citizens.  It  is  being  felt  already  in  our  older  pupils  and  will 
grow  beyond  the  school  life. 

The  annual  field  day  was  noticeable  on  account  of  a  more 
general  participation  in  athletic  contests  and  the  fine  sportsman- 
ship shown  by  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  splendid  sympathetic  interest  of  the  head  master  of  the 
High  School  and  the  fine  and  tactful  leadership  of  the  Faculty 
Coach  have  already  brought  about  decided  improvements  in  the 
psycho-physical  attitude  of  the  students  of  the  High  School. 
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The  interest  of  the  people  of  Ipswich  in  the  Field  Day  de- 
serves most  careful  consideration,  for  it  is  this  interest  of  the 
parents  and  the  general  public  which  in  time  will  demand  and 
support  more  adequate  provisions  for  physical  training,  sports 
and  games.  I  desire  to  record  my  personal  gratitude  for  the 
help  and  the  support  of  the  many  people  who  worked  with  us 
to  make  this  field  day  a  community  festival.  An  annual  repiti- 
tion  will  be  a  strong  factor  in  the  growth  and  development  of 
community  health  and  habits. 

Last  year  I  pointed  out  the  psycho-physical  and  social  sig- 
nificance of  pupil  leadership.  I  should  like  to  call  attention  now 
to  the  great  influence  of  physical  training  upon  mental  health. 

A  snappy  setting-up  drill,  even  between  school  desks,  will 
raise  the  morale  of  every  child  a  hundred  per  cent. 

We  are  not  only  training  conduct,  we  are  not  only  raising 
daily  the  physiological  tone,  but  we  have  daily  reminders  of  what 
education  for  morale  means. 

"Morale  is  keeping  body  and  mind  in  tiptop  condition. 

Setting-up  exercises  are  not  unlike  a  daily  prayer  for   health. 

To  sum  up  the  values  of  daily  setting  up  exercises: 

1 .  General  Value:   Repetitio  mater  studiorum. 

2.  Physical  Value:  Daily  strengthening  of  body  postures 
and  mechanics. 

3.  Physiological  Value:  Daily  vitalizing  of  organs  and 
functions. 

4       Psychological  Value:   Habituating. 

Time  does  not  permit  me  to  make  as  thorough  an  analysis 
of  the  psycho-physical  significance  of  plays  and  games. 

They  are  in  this  respect  the  very  life  blood  of  physical  ed- 
ucation, and  I  pray  that  every  teacher  may  become  a  master 
architect  and  builder  of  playgrounds  and  school  yards,  of  play 
rooms  and  recreation  buildings.  I  pray  that  you  will  use  the 
school  recesses,  the  free  afternoons  and  new    daylight  hours  for 
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enriching  the  play  life  of  children  and  adults. 

They  have  far  greater  social  values,  because  they  meet  most 
effectively  the  individual  variations. 

Mentally  they  excell  on  account  of  their  infinite  variety  for 
competition. 

We  must  teach  plays  and  games,  because  although  children 
inherit  a  tendency  to  play,  they  do  not  inherit  the  games,  and 
because  one  generation  of  children  does  not  now  transmit  them 
to  the  next.  Our  cosmopolitan  mixture  is  much  to  blame  for 
this  state  of  affairs. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  most  valuable  psychological  elements 
of  play  may,  however  be  of  value  in  this  discussion. 

Imitation  is  a  fundamental  characteristic  of  children's  play 
and  games.  They  act  out  the  lives  of  people  around  them  and 
the  stories  they  hear. 

Let  us  be  sure  we  surround  them  with  good  models  and 
and  that  they  hear  good  stories. 

Remember  that  the  years  of  five  to  twelve  are  the  years  of 
most  rapid  acquisition  of  knowledge. 

Swinging  and  climbing,  as  well  as  touch  sensation,  including 
bare  feet,  are  pleasurable  for  every  normal  child. 

Hunting,  fishing  and  chasing  instincts  are  expressed  in  games 
like  "  tag. 

Running  is  in  itself  a  great  delight  in  early  childhood. 

Hiding  and  finding  are  inherited  instincts.  By  practice  of 
these  games  we  train  the  senses.  Dodging,  catching  and  throw- 
ing are  pleasurable,  and  if  given  opportunity  develop  spontan- 
eously neuro-muscular  skill  and  judgment. 

Children  fear  animals  but  they  have  also  a  universal  love 
for  them.  They  make  of  them  comrades  and  playfellows.  They 
care  for  them  and  cherish  them.  This  form  of  play  develops 
responsibility,  kindness  and  love. 

Every  child  is  a  primitive    agriculturist.       Just    as    primitive 
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man  was  driven  to  unite  in  tribal  combinations  for  his  existence, 
so  are  boys  of  pre -adolescent  age  driven  to  team  and  gang 
activities. 

Primitive  man  here  made  the  beginning  of  co-operation. 
This  developed  an  intensive  although  narrrow  type  of  loyalty. 

All  our  team  games  closely  resemble  these  conditions.  They 
derive  their  pleasures  from  the  joy  of  battle  and  the  joy  of  com- 
radeship. Competition  is  the  social  element  in  all  games  and  is 
universally  pleasurable.  It  is  the  element  that  makes  them  so 
vigorous  stimulating  in  organic  growth  and  in  mental  and  moral 
development. 

Competition  is  one  of  the  greatest  forces  in  human  progress. 

Young  boys  prefer  individual  competition,  later  they  want 
group  competition. 

Comradeship  or  co-operation  is  one  other  social  factor  in 
plays  and  games.  In  team  games  it  forms  the  pleasurable  ele- 
ment. Team  games  therefore  promote  social  responsibility  and 
group  consciousness. 

Play  stimulates  mental  conduct  on  account  of  its  sponta- 
neous interest.  There  is  no  effort  of  the  attention  and  in  conse- 
quence play  secures  a  higher  degree  of  concentration  and  more 
intensive  and  continued  activity  than  we  get  in  work. 

This  develops  involuntary  attention,  application,  perserver- 
ance,  fighting  instincts,  character. 

Freedom  is  characteristic  of  birds  and  animals  and  primitive 
man.  Children  love  freedom.  Let  us  be  sure  that  we  do  not 
make  play  too  systematic  and  compulsory  but  by  all  means 
make  the  fundamental  movements  and  actions,  of  which  various 
forms  of  play  and  our  games  are  made  up,  a  part  of  our  system- 
atic exercises.  This  will  fit  large  numbers  for  playing  games, 
because  having  acquired  neuro-muscular  skill  and  judgment  in 
simple  co-ordinations,  they  approach  the  games  with  greater  con- 
fidence.    They  are  apt  to  hold  their  own  better  in    co-operation 
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or    competition    with    boys    and    girls    who    have    had     natural 
advantages. 

Freedom  is  the  very  life-blood  of  play.  To  preserve  this 
aspect  is  one  of  our  most  difficult  problems. 

Play  should  be  free  from  outer  compulsion  and  inner  ne- 
cessity. 

The  great  moral  value  in  games  is  the  pleasure  we  derive 
from  them. 

Pleasure  is  the  very  basis  of  conduct.  It  is  given  unto  us  as 
an  inner  monitor  to  tell  us  what  to  do. 

"The  tragedies  of  life  are  where  we  sacrifice  the  pleasures 
of  later  life  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  moment." 

This  is  the  most  powerful  argument  in  favor  of  games,  be- 
cause they  bring  out  early  the  inner  consciousness. 

"Enjoyment  arouses  the  mind  and  emotions  and  tends  to 
put  all  their  power  at  our  disposal." 

"The  trend  of  pleasure  is  towards  optimism." 

This  is  the  psychological  significance    of   plays    and   games. 

It  is  the  true  philosophy  of  psychophysical  happiness. 

It  is  well  that  we  have  so  many  diversified  athletic  activities 
and  so  many  valuable  sports. 

I  believe  that  it  would  be  of  great  psychophysical  value  if 
we  added  to  our  athletic  program  a  greater  variety  of  competi- 
tions involving  the  large  muscles  of  the  arms  and  shoulders,  and 
those  involving  skill  and  judgment.  Not  only  those  involving 
strength,  as  discus  or  javelin  shot,  but  also  such  as  archery,  target 
shooting,  hitting  and  throwing  where  accuracy  and  judgment 
were  demanded. 

We  cannot  all  play  golf,  tennis,  and  billiards.  We  ought  to 
cultivate  a  larger  variety  of  games  and  contests  which  stimulate 
atavistic  tendencies. 

We  must  invent  new  activities  which  must,  however,  be 
based  upon  inherited  motor  tendencies,  but  I  would  warn  against 
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the  further  extension  of  spectacular  and  intensive  athletic  meets 
if  these  practices  lead  to  habitual  maximum  physical  efforts,  and, 
if  these  forms  of  practice  deplete  surplus  energy  and  vitality 
needed  for  growth  and  in  emergency  of  sickness.  We  should 
have  the  courage  to  modify  them. 

If  playgrounds  are  better  places  than  our  schoolrooms  and 
gymnasia  for  the  development  of  the  health  of  the  body,  mind 
and  character,  we  should  insist  upon  getting  them. 

Let  us  all  follow  G.  Stanley  Hall's  idea  of  morals.  Let  us 
act  up  to  our  knowledge. 

I  close  by  citing  a  paragraph  each  from  two  letters  which 
I  recentlv  received. 


Joseph  Lee:  '  I  am  a  convinced  believer  in  physical  ed- 
ucation, and  especially  in  the  proposition  that  it  is  in  reality  not 
physical  education  alone  but  mental  and  moral  education  through 
physical  exercises.  I  think  that  in  speaking  of  a  man's  grasp  of 
an  idea  or  of  his  moral  hold  upon  himself  we  are  speaking  not 
wholly  in  metaphor,  but  are  expressing  the  literal  fact  that  doing 
things  with  the  body  is  a  moral  and  intellectual  experience  and 
one  through  which  the  mind  and  character  get  their  first  and 
most  fundamental  growth." 


William  H.  Burnham:  "The  highest  significance  of  phy- 
sical training  is  seen  apart  from  the  fact  that  in  physical  exer- 
cises, as  in  co-ordinated  activity,  we  have  in  its  lowest  and 
simplest  terms  the  training  of  the  human  will;  that  indirectly 
physical  exercise  affords  the  natural  means  for  the  control  of 
the  emotions;  that  everyone  is  offered  the  opportunity  for 
success  as  well  as  the  training  which  comes  from  failure;  that 
it  gives  one  of  the    best    of    opportunities    for    developing    right 
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mental  attitudes,  normal  interests,  habits  of  co-ordinated 
activity  in  doing  the  best  possible  in  any  situation,  however 
evil.  I  deem  the  interests  and  the  attitudes  developed  by 
physical  training  of  great  importance  for  the  mental  health  of  an 
individual."

MANUAL    TRAINING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  this  department,  together  with  a  few  recommen- 
dations for  your  consideration. 

The  regulation  which  placed  the  work  of  this  department 
on  a  parity  with  other  school  subjects  in  obtaining  the  average 
rank  for  promotion  still  exerts  a  beneficial  influence,  and  much 
more  and  better  work  is  thereby  secured.  If  we  could  have  a 
fuller  appreciation  by  the  public  of  the  importance  and  practical 
value  of  this  work  to  the  boys  and  girls,  both  now  as  a  means  of 
training,  and  later  on  as  a  substantial  means  of  saving  in  their 
own  homes.  A  closer  co-operation  would  be  secured  and  still 
better  work  would  result  as  a  natural  consequence. 

But  this  will  require  some  time  for  its  accomplishment,  and 
will  depend  in  large  measure  upon  the  amount  of  pressure 
brought  to  bear  by  the  financial  necessities  of.  the  individual 
home. 

The  real  aim  and  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  assist 
each  pupil  to  become  more  efficient  in  the  work  of  of  caring  for 
and  beautifying  the  home  at  the  least  possible   cost    or  expense 
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and  thereby  to  acquire  the  habit  of  thrift. 

All  our  work  has  been  planned  and  directed  along  this  line 
from  the  very  start  and  therefore  but  little  change  has  been 
made  in  our  general  outline.  New  things  are  constantly  coming 
up,  however,  and  the  emphasis  is  shifted  to  meet  the  demands 
of  such  items.  Cement  construction  is  rapidly  taking  the  place 
of  that  of  wood,  and  the  older  pupils  should  have  some  knowl- 
edge of  the  various  uses  to  which  this  material  may  be  applied. 
The  making  of  forms  and  moulds  for  the  simpler  and  every-day 
needed  articles  about  the  home  or  the  shop,  are  to  be  taken  up 
and  a  general  method  of  application  will  be  presented.  This 
will  be  a  very  useful  item  of  knowledge  that  may  be  turned  to 
account  in  many  ways  by  the  pupils  even  now  about  their 
own  homes. 

The  rudiments  of  soldering  metals  should  be  taught  to  the 
older  boys,  and  girls  as  well,  for  the  purpose  already  mentioned. 

The  repair  of  leaky  faucets  in  connection  with  the  reading 
of  gas  and  water-meters  will  also  receive  some  attention. 

I  have  purposely  omitted  any  statement  in  reference  to  the 
work  done  by  the  pupils,  as  samples  of  that  work  were  dis- 
played at  the  school  exhibit  and  received  very  favorable    notice- 

I  will  say,  however,  that  the  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade  and 
and  above  are  asked  to  select  their  own  projects  for  work.  This 
secures  the  interest  of  the  pupil  from  the  start  and,  though  it 
draws  on  the  teacher's  time  rather  severely,  the  pupils  take  in- 
creased pride  in  having  their  work  of  the  best  possible  quality. 

It  also  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  estimate  the  amount 
of  stock  required  and  to  calculate  the  cost  of  the  same.  All  of 
which  work  is  of  the  greatest  practical  value  and  tends  to  devel- 
op the  judgment  to  a  marked  degree. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  work  in  cement  construction, 
and  the  very  practical  knowledge  gained  from  these  two  lines 
of  work  will  be  of  great  usefulness  all  through  life. 
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At  the  present  time  the  classes  are  very  large  and  the  per- 
iods too  short  for  the  best  possible  results.  There  isnt  time 
enough  to  pick  up  the  work  of  the  class  that  is  dismissed  before 
another  class  takes  its  place  at  the  same  benches.  In  all  we  have 
two  hundred  and  twenty-six  pupils  in  this  department,  and  all 
but  three  periods  for  the  whole  week  are  taken  up  in  actual 
bench  work.  This  does  not  allow  time  enough  to  prepare  the 
plans  and  working  drawings  for  each  pupil,  nor  to  inspect  the 
work  as  thoroughly  as  it  should  be  done.  The  pupils  need  a 
better  knowledge  of  measuring  and  drawing  to  scale  if  a  fuller 
understanding  of  the  work  is  to  be  secured.  ''ore  time  should 
be  given  to  talks  upon  the  source  and  manu  ure  of  the  ma- 
terials used  and  thus  co-ordinate  the  work  with  the  study  of 
geography  more  closely  than  is  possible  under  present  con- 
ditions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  classroom  space  is  limited,  that 
incoming  classes  next  September  are  to  be  much  larger,  and  that 
there  are  more  of  the  High  School  pupils  taking  up  this  work 
than  ever  before,  I  would  recommend  that  a  full  time  drawing 
teacher  be  employed  and  that  the  work  now  done  by  the  fifth 
grade  be  placed  under  her  charge. 

Under  such  an  arrangement  a  slight  loss  of  the  knowledge 
of  handling  tools  might  result,  but  this  would  be  offset  by  a  bet- 
ter preparation  in  drawing,  measuring,  and  cardboard  construc- 
tion. It  would  also  insure  a  closer  co-operation  between  these 
two  departments,  and  the  pupils  be  the  gainers  in  the  end. 

As  usual  I  have  tried  to  keep  the  cost  of  material  at  the  low- 
est possible  point  "consistent  with  efficiency.  There  has  been 
no  loss  and  very  little  breakage  of  tools.  On  the  whole  I  think 
the  work  of  the  year  has  been  fairly  satisfactory;  and  the  out- 
look for  the  future  encouraging.

DRAWING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  of  the  Drawing  in 
the  Ipswich  Public  Schools  begun  this  last  September.  Within 
so  short  a  time  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  do  more  than  to 
indicate  what  is  being  organized,  and  what  is  to  be  worked 
out  as  a  systematized  course  in  Drawing  and  Applied  Arts,  from 
Primary  Grades  up  through  the  High  School. 

According  to  your  expressed  wish,  Mr.  Superintendent,  much 
stress  is  put  upon  the  High  School  Mechanical  Drawing  Course. 
Indeed,  through  all  the  grades  exact  measuring  and  the  right 
understanding  of  the  practical  daily  uses  of  working-drawings 
is  to  be  insisted  upon.  I  have  made  special  preparation  for  the 
High  School  work,  as  manv  of  our  young  men  go  afterwards  to 
technical  schools,  and  it  is  of  great  importance  that  they  should 
have  a  foundation    of         common  -  sense  working-drawings. 

It  is  a  great  deal  more  difficult  to  get  a  student  to  think  for  him- 
self than  to  do  his  thinking  for  him.  To  teach  him  to  plan  and 
lay  out  his  work  as  an  individual  is  an  art  in  itself.  But  the 
added  effort  doubly  repays  the  teacher  when  she  sees  the  a- 
roused  interest,  and  the  new  power  put  into  his  work. 
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A  brief  summary  of  my  course  follows:- 

In  September  we  began  with  color,  and  Plant-drawing  (  of 
the  thoughtful  kind). 

In  October  we  used  the  accumulated  drawings  for  design 
and  composition  motives. 

In  November  the  theory  of  design  was  continued  and  de- 
veloped, spacing  border  and  surface  patterns,  printing  "repeats" 
with  rythmical,  symmetrical  and  radial  arrangements,  still  em- 
ploying our  color  theories.  The  lower  grade  children  are  not 
burdened  with  any  technical  terms,  but  they  quite  understand 
the  fundamental  ideas. 

In  December  we  used  our  design-knowledge  in  the  making 
of  various  gifts  and  cards.  One  very  enjoyable  phase  of  the 
work  was  the  making  of  "  animal-toys  "  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of 
children.  I  must  here  express  my  appreciation  of  the  fine  work 
and  co-operation  of  all  our  teaching  force.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
teach  with  people  so  broad-minded,  helpful  and  enthusiastic, 
and  in  a  school  system  so  excellently  organized. 

In  January  we  shall  begin  in  good  earnest  the  study  of  let- 
tering and  the  second  phase  of  mechanical  drawing,  stressing  in 
lower  grades  use  of  rulers  and  exact  measure.  Mechanical  draw- 
ing of  various  sorts,  and  its  applied  use  will  continue  through 
March,  and  the  upper  grades  will  also  study  Perspective. 

In  April  I  hope  to  introduce  some  simple  industrial  Crafts, 
and  shall  give  some  talks,  using  illustrations,  upon  the  use  of 
drawing  in  practical  everyday  life,  in  the  trades  and  occupa- 
tions. We  use  it  also  in  other  school  work.  Posters  will  be 
made.  House-furnishing,  decorative  arrangement,  costume-de- 
sign, pageantry,  etc.,  we  shall  illustrate  with  a  small  travelling 
School  Theatre  "  made  in  the  High  School. 

In  June  we  shall  use  our  perspective  knowledge  in  garden 
plans,  in  some  elementary  architectural    work,    and    in   out-door 
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sketching. 

I  feel  sure  that,  with  the  interest  shown  in  my  work,  and 
with  the  co-operation  given  me  by  the  Superintendent,  and  by 
the  teachers,  that  we  shall  establish  an  excellent  system  of  Draw- 
ing, and  one  particularly  adapted  to  the  Ipswich  Schools.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN  1921-1922 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir:  — 

The  examinations  of  the  pupils  for  the  present  school 
year  showed  a  higher  degree  of  physical  fitness  than  has  been 
shown  by  the  examinations  of  any  previous  year.  The  lesser 
number  of  tonsil  and  adenoids  requiring  treatment,  and*the  im- 
proved dental  conditions  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  These 
results  have  been  obtained  only  through  persistent  and  intensive 
follow-up  work  on  the  part  of  the  nurse. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  gains  has  been  in  the  reduction 
of  the  per-centage  of  underweights.  This  has  been  most  marked 
and  most  satisfactory.  A  detailed  showing  of  these  gains  as 
compared  with  last  year  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
school  nurse.  This  report  is  most  thorough  and  goes  extensive- 
ly into  details.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  everyone  will  study  it 
carefully. 

This  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  point  out  as  accomplished, 
results  that  I  have  long  believed  could  be  accomplished   through 
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intensive  instruction  in  hygiene  and  manual  training.  Both  of 
these  things  I  have  advocated  and  I  cannot  thank  you  enough, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  for  the  sympathetic  understanding,  and 
fine  co-operation  you  have  given  to  this  phase  of  public  health 
work,  and  I  feel  sure  that  because  of  it  a  higher  degree  of  schol- 
arship will  be  the  outcome.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir:  — 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  for 
the  year  )921  to  1922. 

Four  days  each  week  are  devoted  to  school    work    and  fol- 
lowing is  listed  the  weekly  schedule. 

Monday:  4  classes  in  Junior  High  and  I  Fourth  Grade 
in  the  Winthrop  School  are  visited. 

Tuesday:  2  Sixth  Grades  in  the  Winthrop  School  and 
the  warren,  Cogswell.  Dennison  and  Wain- 
wright  Schools  are  visited. 

Wednesday:  In  the  morning  children  are  taken  to  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Cable  Memorial  Hospital. 
In  the  afternoon  the  Payne  School  is  visited 
and   1   Sixth  Grade  in  the  Winthrop  School. 

Thursday:  1  Fifth  Grade  in  the  Winthrop  School,  1  class 
in  Junior  High  and  the  Portable  and  the  Bur- 
ley  Schools  are  visited. 

The    Linebrook  and  Candlewood  Schools  are  visited 
as  often  as  opportunity   allows. 
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These  school  visits  comprise,  inspection  of  children  for 
cleanliness,  and  twenty  minute  health  talks  concerning  Health 
Habits.  This  year  special  emphasis  has  been  put  on  Correct 
Posture;  the  need  and  importance  of  Exercise  and  Sleep,  with 
plenty  fresh  air,  the  important  fundamentals  of  Diet  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  being  clean. 

Right  here  I  would  like  to  state  that  the  teachers,  all  of 
them,  co-operate  with  me,  in  every  respect,  to  help  me  follow 
out  my  plan  of  work.  Each  week  a  quiz  is  given  on  the  last 
health  talk  before  the  new  topic  is  discussed. 

The  Dental  Clinics  are  conducted  by  Dr.  Kyes,  and  Dr. 
Smith  and  Dr.  Broe,  on  Wednesday  mornings  from  9  until  12 
o'clock,  each  doctor  taking  his  turn  as    the    weeks    come    along. 

The  F.  E.  R.  N.  Club  this  year  kindly  furnished  some  of  the 
supplies  used  at  the  clinice. 

During  the  school  holidays,  special  trips  are  made  to  Salem 
to  Oculists.  In  some  cases  glasses  are  provided  for  those  who 
need  them,  thru  various  agencies,  such  as,  the  S.  P.  C.  C,  and 
from  the  Red  Cross  Seal  money. 

Consultations  are  held  at  the  School  Nurse's  Office  in  the 
Winthrop  Building  and  treatments  also  are  given  there. 

During  the  last  year  I  have  found  on  several  occasions, 
school  children  who  were  not  properly  clothed  for  the  winter 
season  and  some  of  the  church  societies  are  working  with  me 
regarding  the  situation. 

There  have  been  1  1  70  Physical  Examinations  done  by  Dr. 
Geo.  E.  MacArthur,  the  School  Physician,  at  which  the  nurse 
assists.  Records  of  these  examinations  are  kept  at  the  offiice  of 
the  school  nurse  on  cards  and  notices  of  the  physical  defects 
are  sent  to  the  parents,  followed  by  home  visits  whenever  pos- 
sible. 676  notices  have  been  sent  concerning  528  children  and 
1101   home  visits  have  been  msde. 

1  195  school  children    have    been    weighed    and    measured 
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and  weight  Record  Charts  are  kept  in  each  school  room.  The 
interest  maintained  by  the  children  regarding  these  charts  may 
be  shown  by  the  improved  condition  of  underweights  in  the 
schools,  with  the  first  weighing  this  new  school  year.  Listed  be- 
low is  the  percent  of  underweights  in  the  schools  for  the  pres- 
ent weighing.

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We  have  used  every  means  to  increase  our  day  power 
load,  which  this  last  year  has  been  nearly  doubled.  Although 
the  installing  cost  has  been  paid  in  one  year,  the  revenue  de- 
rived in  the  coming  years  will  make  it  a  very  profitable  in- 
vestment. 

i  With  our  connected  load  at  the  present  time  and  the 
general  increase  in  demand  we  wish  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  if  we  should  have  trouble  at  our  generating 
station  causing  us  to  shut  down  our  large  unit  we  would  be 
in  no  position  to  care  for  our  present  load.
